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MINUTES  FOR  THE  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Monday,  October  15, 1984 


A Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Wood  School  on  South  Street  in 
Plainville  on  Monday,  October  15,  1984.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:48  P.M.  by  Moderator 
Kathleen  Parker,  having  delayed  the  opening  until  most  of  the  voters  were  in  the  hall.  A total  number 
of  253  voters  were  checked  into  the  hall  for  the  evening  by  means  of  Registrars’  voting  list. 

Bounds  of  the  hall  were  set  at  being  chairs  set  up  on  the  floor  of  the  auditorium,  and  the 
bleachers  on  the  Moderator’s  right.  All  non  voters  were  to  be  seated  in  the  bleachers  to  the  Modera- 
tor’s left. 

Counters  appointed  to  the  Moderator’s  right— Marilyn  Spadoni  and  Janis  Bona;  to  the  Moderator’s 
left,  Joseph  Gormley  and  Everett  Skinner. 

The  Moderator  stated  that  all  motions  and  amendments  must  be  in  writing  and  all  discussion 
directed  through  the  Chair.  Ballot  Box  Officers  in  case  of  a ballot  vote  were  to  be  Mrs.  Sandland  and 
Mrs.  Clarke.  Mrs.  Parker  asked  for  a moment  of  silence  to  reflect  on  the  action  to  be  taken  during  the 
meeting. 

Motion  made  by  Ray  Felix,  seconded  by  Richard  Silveira  that  Attorney  John  Lee,  Robert 
Brothers,  James  Marshall,  Attorney  Aan  Greenwald,  Mike  Trowbridge  and  Richard  Harwood  be 
allowed  to  speak  at  this  meeting. 


SO  VOTED  UNANIMOUSLY 

ARTICLE  1:  Motion  by  Wilham  Young,  seconded  by  Eugene  Asworth,  that  Article  1 be  ac- 
cepted as  read.  Mrs.  Soucy  questioned  descrepancies  in  the  article  as  read  and  as  printed.  Moderator 
stated  that  there  had  been  three  errors  in  the  reading,  and  one  change  in  the  printed  article,  in  that 
on  Item  2 “and  land  bound”  should  read  “the  land  bound”. 

Mrs.  Soucy  gave  a report  of  the  required  Planning  Board  Hearing  (copy  attached)  and  stated  that 
the  Planning  Board  had  voted  unanimously  not  to  endorse  this  article. 

Mr.  Young  requested  that  Mr.  Greenwald  take  over  the  discussion  at  this  point  and  it  was  so 
allowed. 

Mr.  Greenwald  gave  a brief  background  of  this  article  and  explained  the  two  sections  of  the 
by-law— to  create  the  new  zone,  and  to  place  this  parcel  of  land  in  that  zone.  He  stated  that  any  future 
requests  for  changes  would  still  have  to  come  before  the  Town  Meeting.  This  change  effected  only  one 
specific  area  in  town.  There  are  1 1.23  acres  of  Mr.  Young’s  land  included  in  this  parcel,  and  his  plan 
is  to  construct  ninety  units  on  this  acreage.  Mr.  Greenwald  feels  that  the  tax  revenue  from  this  project 
would  supercede  the  cost  of  the  number  of  children  added  to  the  school  system. 

Much  concern  was  voiced  as  to  the  party  responsible  for  completing  and  maintaining  the  roads, 
rubbish  service  etc.  if  the  condominiums  failed. 

Mr.  Greenwald  stated  that  the  Police  Chief  had  stated  at  a previous  hearing  that  he  had  no 
objections  from  a traffic  safety  standpoint. 

Mr.  McAice  questioned  the  reason  for  establishing  a complete  new  zone  rather  than  effecting 
a change  to  present  zoning,  and  Mr.  Greenwald  stated  that  the  present  Zoning  By-Laws  do  not  allow 
this  type  of  change. 
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Mr.  McAlice  then  asked  if  the  new  zone  would  be  applicable  to  other  areas  in  the  future,  and 
Mr.  Greenwald  stated  that  this  was  correct,  but  that  each  parcel  concerned  would  have  to  be  placed 
in  said  zone  by  a two  thirds  vote  at  town  meeting. 

Mrs.  Sharon  Friedman  questioned  Town  Counsel  on  the  accuracy  of  Mr.  Greenwald’s  statement, 
and  also  questioned  whether  or  not  there  had  been  any  complaints  with  the  present  units  over  things 
hke  rubbish,  etc.  Mrs.  Benes,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  stated  that  there  had  been  some  com- 
plaints. 

Attorney  Lee  stated  that  Mr.  Young  currently  has  a case  in  litigation  in  Superior  Court  against 
the  Zoning  Board  for  denying  him  a variance  to  build  under  the  existing  by-laws.  The  new  by-law 
would  permit  the  building  of  condos,  in  the  correct  zones,  without  any  variance. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Fluck  asked  where  in  the  by-law  was  the  change  limited  to  parcels  of  land  of  a 
certain  size,  and  Mrs.  Parker  was  able  to  answer  this  question.  Mrs.  Fluck  also  questioned  the  advis- 
abihty  of  making  a zoning  change  to  accommodate  contractors,  or  other  individuals  that  would  tend 
to  profit  by  such  change. 

Mr.  Harwood,  a non-voter  who  was  a resident  of  one  of  the  present  units,  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
article.  Mr.  Spadoni  questioned  his  right  to  speak,  but  Mrs.  Parker  informed  him  that  the  request  had 
been  approved  at  the  start  of  the  meeting.  Mr.  Harwood  pointed  out  that  condo  owners  pay  taxes  and 
also  pay  their  share  of  private  costs  to  the  Condo  Association. 

Carolyn  Mammone  of  164  East  Bacon  Street  presented  the  Town  Clerk  with  an  “Abutters 
Protest  Against  Condos  on  East  Bacon  Street”  signed  by  approximately  forty  residents,  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

Mrs.  Soucy  spoke  as  a private  citizen,  and  questioned  whether  the  present  development  is  com- 
plete, if  roads  are  up  to  standard  requirement,  and  who  is  the  responsible  party. 

Mr.  Young  rebutted  Mrs.  Soucy ’s  statements,  and  stated  that  the  alternatives  to  the  construction 
of  condominiums  might  be  much  worse. 

Attorney  Lee  stated  that  this  area  is  not  a subdivision  and  therefore  is  not  subject  to  town  sub- 
division control. 

Following  more  discussion  in  this  same  vein,  the  question  was  called  for  and  seconded.  A two 
thirds  vote  is  required. 

Count  was  taken,  but  due  to  the  large  number  of  people  standing  in  the  rear  of  the  auditorium, 
the  Moderator  asked  for  a recount,  having  first  requested  that  all  persons  intending  to  vote  find  a seat, 
and  all  others  move  out  to  the  lobby.

(b)  Requirements  for  the  RC  District  shall  apply  to  residential  uses  permitted  in  the  CB  District. 

(c)  Within  the  area  formed  by  the  lines  of  intersection  streets  and  a line  joining  points  of  such 
lines  twenty  feet  distant  from  their  point  of  intersection,  or  in  the  case  of  a rounded  comer, 
from  the  point  of  intersection  of  their  tangents,  no  stmcture  and  no  foliage  shall  be  maintained 
between  a height  of  three  and  one-half  feet  and  six  feet  above  the  pavement  grade. 

(d)  Comer  lot  shall  maintain  front  yard  requirements  for  each  street  frontage. 

(e)  Required  in  front  yard. 
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(0  Area  used  for  outdoor  storage  must  be  added  to  building  coverage  for  intensity  of  use 
percentage. 

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  by  deleting  Section  2.2 
and  adopting  in  its  place  the  following  Section  2.2  Zoning  Map,  or  do  or  act  in  any  maimer  relative 
thereto: 

2.6  ZONING  MAP 

Said  districts  are  located  and  bounded  as  shown  on  a map  entitled  “Zoning  Map”  dated  Febru- 
ary, 1985,  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk.  The  Zoning  Map,  with  all  explanatory  matter 
thereon,  is  hereby  made  part  of  this  By-Law. 

ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  by  adding  to  Section 
2.5.2  the  following  or  to  do  or  act  in  any  manner  relative  thereto: 

No  more  than  one  principal  residential  building  may  be  erected  or  used  on  any  lot. 

ARTICLE  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  by  inserting  therein  the 
following  Section  3.10,  entitled  “Residential  Cluster  Development  District”,  or  do  or  act  in  any 
manner  relative  thereto: 

Section  3.10-RESIDENTIAL  CLUSTER  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

3.10.1  Definitions 

1 . Cluster  Development 

An  option  which  permits  an  applicant  to  build  single-family  and  multi-family  dwellings  with 
reduced  lot  area  and  frontage  requirements  so  as  to  create  a development  in  which  the  buildings  and 
accessory  uses  are  clustered  together  into  one  or  more  groups  with  adjacent  common  open  land. 

2.  Homes  Association 

A corporation  or  trust  owned  or  to  be  owned  by  the  owner  of  lots  or  residential  units  within  a 
tract  approved  for  cluster  development,  which  holds  the  title  to  open  land  and  which  is  responsible 
for  the  costs  and  maintenance  of  said  open  land  and  any  other  facilities  to  be  held  in  common. 

3.  Open  Land 

Open  space  within  a cluster,  prohibited  from  development. 

4.  Wetlands 

Areas  characterized  by  vegetation  described  in  Chapter  131,  Section  40  of  the  General  Laws. 

5 . Multi-Family 

Attached  dwelling  units  or  buildings  designed  for  or  occupied  by  two  or  more  families. 

3.10.2  Purposes 

The  Planning  Board  may  grant  a special  permit  for  cluster  development  in  the  Town  of  Plain- 
ville  for  the  purposes  of : 
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— Promoting  the  more  efficient  use  of  land  in  harmony  with  its  natural  features. 

— Encouraging  the  preservation  of  valuable  open  space. 

— Promoting  diverse  and  energy-efficient  housing  at  a variety  of  costs. 

— Protecting  water  bodies  and  supphes,  wetlands,  floodplains,  agricultural  lands,  wildlife  and 
other  natural  resources. 

— Promoting  aesthetics  and  other  amenities. 

3.10.3  Regulations 

The  Board  shall  adopt  Regulations  for  carrying  out  its  duties  under  this  section. 

A.  Procedures 

1 . Filing  of  Application 

Each  application  for  a special  permit  to  cluster  shall  be  filed  with  the  Planning  Board,  with  a 
copy  filed  forthwith  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  five  (5)  copies  of  a prelimi- 
nary plan  of  the  entire  tract  under  consideration,  prepared  by  a professional  architect,  engineer  or 
landscape  architect. 

2.  Contents  of  Application 

Said  application  and  plan  shall  be  prepared  in  accordance  with  requirements  for  a preliminary 
subdivision  plan  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Planning  Board  governing  subdivision  of  land, 
whether  or  not  the  development  constitutes  a subdivision,  and  shall  include  proposed  location,  bulk 
and  height  of  all  proposed  buildings.  In  addition,  the  applicant  shall  provide  the  following  information. 

a.  The  number  of  dwellings  which  could  be  constructed  under  this  By-Law  by  means  of 
a conventional  development  plan,  considering  the  whole  tract,  exclusive  of  waterbodies 
and  land  prohibited  from  development  by  legally  enforceable  restrictions,  easements  or 
covenants. 

b.  An  analysis  of  the  site,  including  wetlands,  slopes,  soil  conditions,  areas  within  the 
100  year  flood,  vegetation  and  other  natural  features  as  the  Planning  Board  may  request. 

c.  A summary  of  the  environmental  concerns  relation  to  the  proposed  plan. 

d.  A description  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  tract  hes,  including  utilities  and  other 
public  facilities,  and  the  impact  of  the  proposed  plan  upon  them. 

e.  Evaluation  of  the  open  land  proposed  within  the  cluster,  with  respect  to  size,  shape, 
location,  natural  resource  value,  and  accessibility  by  residents  of  the  town  or  of  the  cluster. 

3.  Review  of  Other  Boards 

Before  acting  upon  the  apphcation,  the  Board  shall  submit  it  with  the  plan  to  the  following 
boards,  which  may  review  it  jointly  or  separately:  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion, the  Water,  Sewer  and  Highway  Departments.  Any  such  board  or  agency  to  which  petitions  are 
referred  for  review  shall  submit  such  recommendations  as  it  deems  appropriate  to  the  Planning  Board 
and  the  applicant.  Failure  to  make  recommendations  within  35  days  of  receipt  shall  be  deemed  lack 
of  opposition. 
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4.  Public  Hearing 

After  the  opportunity  for  review  by  other  boards  has  taken  place,  the  Planning  Board  shall  hold 
a hearing  under  this  section,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  G.L.  Chapter  40A,  Section  9 and  of 
the  Zoning  By-Law  and  Regulations  of  the  Planning  Board.  The  hearing  shall  be  held  within  65  days 
after  filing  of  the  apphcation  with  the  Board  and  the  Town  Clerk.  Notice  shall  be  given  by  publication 
and  posting  and  by  first-class  mailing  to  “parties  of  interest”  as  defined  in  G.L.  Chapter  40A,  Section 
1 1.  The  decision  of  the  Board,  and  any  extension,  modification  or  renewal  thereof,  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Board  and  Town  Clerk  within  90  days  following  the  closing  of  the  public  hearing.  Failure  of  the 
Board  to  act  within  90  days  shall  be  deemed  a grant  of  the  permit  applied  for.  Issuance  of  the  permit 
requires  4 members  of  the  5-member  Board. 

5.  Relation  to  Subdivision  Control  Act 

Planning  Board  approval  of  a special  permit  hereunder  shall  not  substitute  for  compliance  with 
the  subdivision  control  act,  nor  oblige  the  Planning  Board  to  approve  any  related  definitive  plan  for 
subdivision,  nor  reduce  any  time  periods  for  Board  consideration  under  that  law.  However,  in  order  to 
facihtate  processing,  the  Planning  Board  shall,  insofar  as  practical  under  existing  law,  adopt  regula- 
tions estabhshing  procedures  for  submission  of  a combined  plan  and  apphcation  which  shall  satisfy 
this  section  and  the  Board’s  regulations  under  the  subdivision  control  act. 

B.  Findings  of  Board 

The  Board  may  grant  a special  permit  under  this  section  only  if  it  finds  that  the  apphcant  has 
demonstrated  the  following:  that  the  cluster  plan  will  be  in  harmony  with  the  general  purpose  of  the 
By-Law  and  the  requirements  of  G.L.  Chapter  40 A,  and  the  long  range  plan  of  the  Town  (if  any); 
that  it  will  not  have  a detrimental  impact  on  the  neighborhood,  will  be  designed  with  due  considera- 
tion for  health  and  safety,  and  is  superior  to  a conventional  plan  in  preserving  open  space,  minimizing 
environmental  disruption,  allowing  for  more  efficient  provision  of  services,  or  allowing  for  greater 
variety  in  prices  or  types  of  housing.  In  addition,  the  plan  must  meet  the  specific  requirements  of 
Section  E and  F hereof. 

C.  Minimum  Dimensional  Requirements 

1 . The  area  of  the  tract  to  be  developed  is  not  less  than  8 acres. 

2.  Every  single-family  detached  dwelling  is  placed  upon  a lot  with  the  following  height, 
frontage,  side  and  rear  yard  requirements:  maximum  height  36  feet,  minimum  frontage  50  feet,  mini- 
mum side  and  rear  yard  setback  10  feet. 

3.  Every  multi-family  building  is  built  with  the  following  setbacks  from  lot  lines  and  other 
buildings,  and  the  following  limitations  as  to  size  and  height:  maximum  height  36  feet,  minimum 
front  yard  setback  30  feet,  minimum  side  yard  setback  15  feet,  minimum  rear  yard  setback  25  feet. 

4.  Minimum  width  of  open  land  between  any  group  of  lots  and  adjacent  property  is  100  feet 
and  between  each  group  of  clustered  buildings  is  50  feet. 

5.  Except  as  specified  in  a special  permit  granted  under  this  section,  all  requirements  of  the 
Zoning  By-Law  shall  continue  to  apply. 
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D.  Required  Open  Land 


1 . At  least  30%  of  the  tract,  exclusive  of  land  set  aside  for  roads  and  parking,  shall  be  open 
land.  At  least  60%  of  the  open  land  shall  be  suitable  for  passive  or  active  recreations  use  and  shall 
not  be  wetlands  or  land  subject  to  seasonal  flooding. 

2.  Such  open  land,  together  with  the  areas  in  the  building  lots  not  devoted  to  buildings,  roads 
or  parking,  shall  equal  or  exceed  the  area  otherwise  required  under  this  Zoning  By-Law  for  the  total 
number  of  units  contemplated  in  the  development,  except  that  waterbodies  and  land  already  subject 
to  legally  enforceable  covenants  or  easements  shall  not  be  included  in  this  computation. 

3.  The  open  land,  and  such  other  facilities  as  may  be  held  in  common  shall  be  conveyed  to 
one  of  the  following,  as  determined  by  the  Planning  Board,  subject  to  the  following  guidehnes: 

In  general,  valuable  natural  resource  land  such  as  wetlands  not  suitable  for  any  public  use,  or  suit- 
able for  extensive  public  recreational  use,  should  be  conveyed  to  the  Town  or  to  a trust;  whereas  land 
which  will  be  principally  used  by  the  residents  of  the  cluster  should  be  conveyed  to  a homes 
association. 


a.  To  a corporation  or  trust  comprising  a home  association  whose  membership  includes 
the  owners  of  all  lots  or  units  contained  in  the  tract.  The  developer  shall  include  in  the  deed  to 
owners  of  individual  lots  beneficial  rights  in  said  open  land,  and  shall  grant  a conservation  re- 
striction to  the  Town  of  Plainville  over  such  land  pursuant  to  General  Laws,  Chapter  184,  Sec- 
tions 31-33,  to  insure  that  such  land  be  kept  in  an  open  or  natural  state  and  not  be  built  upon 
the  residential  use  or  developed  for  accessory  uses  such  as  parking  or  roadways.  This  restriction 
shall  be  enforceable  by  the  Town  through  its  Conservation  Commission  in  any  proceeding  autho- 
rized by  Section  33  of  Chapter  184.  In  addition,  the  developer  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  common  land  and  any  other  facilities  to  be  held  in  common  until  such  time 
as  the  homes  association  is  capable  of  assuming  said  responsibility.  In  order  to  ensure  that  the 
association  will  properly  maintain  the  land  deeded  to  it  under  this  section,  the  developer  shall 
cause  to  be  recorded  at  the  Norfolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds  a Declaration  of  Covenants  and 
Restrictions  which  shall,  at  a minimum,  provide  for  the  following: 

(1)  mandatory  membership  in  an  established  homes  association  as  a requirement  of  owner- 
ship of  any  lot  in  the  tract. 

(2)  provisions  for  maintenance  assessments  of  all  lots  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  open  land 
is  maintained  in  a condition  suitable  for  the  uses  approved  by  the  homes  association.  Failure 
to  pay  such  assessment  shall  create  a lien  on  the  property  assessed,  enforceable  by  either  the 
homes  association  or  the  owner  of  any  lot. 

(3)  provision  which,  so  far  as  possible  under  the  existing  law,  will  ensure  that  the  restric- 
tions placed  on  the  use  of  the  open  land  will  not  terminate  by  operation  of  law. 

b.  To  the  Natural  Resources  Trust  of  Plainville,  Inc.,  or  any  other  nonprofit  organiza- 
tion, the  principal  purpose  of  which  is  the  conservation  of  open  space.  The  developer 
or  charity  shall  grant  a conservation  restriction  as  set  out  in  (a)  above. 

c.  To  the  Conservation  Commission  of  the  Town  for  park  or  open  space  use,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  with  a trust  clause  insuring  that  it  be  maintained  as 
open  space. 
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(4)  Subject  to  the  above,  the  open  space  may  be  used  for  recreational  purposes  including 
golf  courses,  riding  trails,  tennis  courts,  gardens,  swimming  pools  and  temporary  structures. 
The  Board  may  permit  open  land  owned  by  a homes  association  to  be  used  for  individual 
septic  systems,  or  for  communal  septic  system  if  it,  and  the  Board  of  Health,  are  convinced 
that  proper  legal  safeguards  exist  for  proper  management  of  a communally  owned  system. 
(Note:  Some  interim  protection  of  open  land  must  be  provided  by  recorded  covenant  of  the 
landowner,  where  large  cluster  will  be  developed  in  phases.) 

E.  Further  Requirements 

1 . No  use  other  than  residential  or  recreational  shall  be  permitted. 

2.  No  lot  shown  on  a plan  for  which  a permit  is  granted  under  this  section  may  be  further 
subdivided,  and  a notation  to  this  effect  shall  be  shown  upon  the  plan. 

3.  No  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  until  he  has  certified 
to  the  Planning  Board  that  the  premises  have  been  built  in  accordance  with  the  plan  approved  by  the 
board  hereunder. 

4.  The  Board  may  impose  other  conditions,  safeguards,  limitations  on  time  and  use,  pursuant 
to  its  regulations. 

5.  The  Board  may  grant  a special  permit  hereunder  for  clustering  even  if  the  proposed  develop- 
ment is  not  subject  to  the  subdivision  control  law. 

6.  Except  insofar  as  the  subdivision  is  given  5 years  protection  under  G.L.  Chapter  40 A,  Sec- 
tion 6,  the  special  permits  granted  under  this  section  shall  lapse  within  two  years,  excluding  time 
required  to  pursue  or  await  the  determination  of  an  appeal,  from  the  grant  thereof,  if  a substantial  use 
has  not  sooner  commenced  or  if  construction  has  not  begun,  that  the  Planning  Board  may  grant  an 
extension  for  good  cause  and  shall  grant  an  extension  if  the  delay  was  caused  by  the  need  to  seek 
other  permits. 

7.  Subsequent  to  granting  of  the  permit,  the  Planning  Board  may  permit  relocation  of  lot  lines 
within  the  cluster.  However,  any  change  in  overall  density,  street  layout,  or  open  space  layout  will 
require  further  hearings. 

F.  Optional  Density  Bonus 

1.  Notwithstanding  the  limitations  set  out  above,  the  Planning  Board,  if  it  deems  it  otherwise 
advisable  to  do  so,  may  as  a provision  of  a special  permit  issued  hereunder  authorize  increases  in  the 
permissible  density  of  population  or  intensity  of  use  in  the  proposed  cluster,  providing  that  the 
number  of  units  within  the  tract  shall  not  be  increased  more  than  15%  over  what  would  otherwise  be 
permitted  within  the  cluster,  a density  bonus  may  be  granted  as  provided  by  the  Planning  Board  Regu- 
lations if  the  apphcant  provides  one  or  more  of  the  following: 

a.  housing  for  persons  of  low  or  moderate  income. 

b.  traffic  or  pedestrian  improvements  (e.g.,  bikepaths,  bridle  paths,  screened  parking). 

c.  open  space  which  is  landscaped  or  has  unusual  value  to  the  community  or  to  the  resi- 
dents or  comprises  an  unusually  large  percent  of  the  tract. 

d.  tennis  courts,  swimming  pools  or  other  public  recreation  facilities. 
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2.  Such  density /intensity  bonus  may  include  any  or  all  of  the  following: 

a.  decrease  of  minimum  lot  size. 

b.  increase  in  number  of  lots. 

c.  if  multi-family  units  are  permitted  by  definition  under  this  By-Law,  an  increase  in 

dimensions  of  said  building  or  in  the  number  of  said  units. 

d.  if  multi-family  dwellings  are  not  otherwise  permitted,  bonus  may  consist  of  permission 
to  build  two-family  units  to  constitute  up  to  10%  of  all  dweUing  units  within  the  cluster. 

I.  APPLICATION  PROCEDURE 

1.  Pre-application  Review:  To  promote  better  communication  and  avoid  misunderstanding, 
applicants  are  encouraged  to  submit  preliminary  plans,  drawings  and  supporting  material  for  informal 
review  by  both  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  the  Planning  Board  prior  to  formal  application. 

2.  Application  Requirements:  The  application  for  a special  permit  for  cluster  development 
along  with  all  plans,  drawings  and  supporting  material  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Appeals 
with  complete  copies  thereof  to  be  submitted  by  the  applicant  to  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board 
of  Health.  The  plans,  drawings  and  supporting  material  shall  contain  the  information  required  by  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Planning  Board  to  be  shown  on  prehminary  subdivision  control  plans 
and  in  addition  shall  also  show  or  include  the  following: 

(a)  Physical  features  and  natural  resources  map(s),  at  a scale  of  1”  = 40’,  showing  water 
bodies,  streams,  wetlands,  water  tables,  slope  areas,  geological  features,  soils,  unique  vegetation, 
historic  features,  and  other  features  and  characteristics  that  may  be  important  to  the  site. 

(b)  Proposed  landscaping  anduse  of  the  Common  Land,  including  any  proposed  structures 
thereon. 

(c)  The  name(s)  and  addresses  of  all  present  owners  of  the  land  to  be  developed  and  of 
all  parties  who  propose  to  do  the  developing. 

(d)  The  development  schedule  (including  any  phasing  plans)  for  the  proposed  develop- 
ment, indicating  the  planned  date  for  commencing  construction,  the  number  and  location  of 
dwellings  and  site  improvements  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  each  year  or  discrete  phase  in  the 
schedule,  and  the  projected  completion  date  of  proposed  improvements  to  the  Common  Land. 

(e)  The  form  of  organization  proposed  to  own,  manage  and  maintain  the  Common  Land. 

(f)  The  substance  of  all  covenants,  restrictions  and  easements  to  be  imposed  upon  the 
land,  including  the  use  of  the  Common  Land  and  facilities  thereon. 

(g)  Information  which  will  enable  the  Planning  Board  to  make  an  independent  determina- 
tion of  the  number  of  building  lost  permissible  in  the  proposed  cluster  development  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  Subsection  C(l)  of  this  Section  IIIB. 

3.  Preparation  of  Plans:  All  plans  for  the  proposed  cluster  development  which  accompany  the 
appUcation  for  the  special  permit  shall  be  prepared  by  and  bear  the  seal  of  a Massachusetts  registered 
landscape  architect  and/or  a Massachusetts  registered  civil  engineer,  as  appropriate. 
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J.  ADMINISTRATION 


1 . Planning  Board  Report : The  Planning  Board  shall  submit  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Appeals 
its  report  and  recommendations  as  to  the  appUcation  for  special  permit  for  cluster  development,  to 
include  at  least  the  following: 

(a)  Its  determination  as  to  the  number  of  lots  useable  for  building. 

(b)  A general  description  of  the  tract  in  question  and  surrounding  areas. 

(c)  An  evaluation  of  the  appropriateness  of  the  proposed  development  and  the  extent 
to  which  it  accomplishes  the  objectives  of  a cluster  development. 

(d)  The  relationship  of  the  proposed  development  to  the  long  range  plan  for  the  Town. 

(e)  An  evaluation  of  the  plan  in  relation  to  the  natural  terrain  of  the  tract. 

(f)  An  evaluation  of  the  Common  Land  with  respect  to  its  size,  shape,  location  and  ac- 
cessibility to  the  residents  of  the  development. 

(g)  Recommendations  for  the  granting  or  denial  of  the  special  permit,  including  recom- 
mendations for  modifications,  restrictions  or  requirements  to  be  imposed  as  a condition  of  grant- 
ing the  special  permit. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  not  grant  a special  permit  for  the  subdivision  of  land  into  lots  having 
the  reduced  area  and  frontage,  as  provided  for  in  this  Section  IIIB,  if  it  appears  that  because  of  soil, 
drainage,  traffic  or  other  conditions  affecting  the  site  the  granting  of  such  permit  would  be  detri- 
mental to  the  neighborhood  or  to  the  Town  or  inconsistent  with  the  purposes  of  cluster  development. 
In  granting  as  special  permit  for  cluster  development,  the  Planning  Board  shall  impose  such  conditions 
and  safeguards  as  public  safety,  welfare  and  convenience  may  require. 

K.  OTHER  REQUIREMENTS 

1 . Nothing  contained  herein  shall  in  any  way  exempt  a proposed  subdivision  from  compliance 
with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Planning  Board,  nor  shall  it  in  any  way  affect  the  right  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  of  the  Planning  Board  to  approve,  with  or  without  conditions  and  modifications, 
or  disapprove  a subdivision  plan  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  Rules  and  Regulations  and 
of  the  Subdivision  Control  Law. 

2.  Subsequent  to  a special  permit  granted  by  the  Planning  Board  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  and  the  approval  of  a definite  plan  of  a subdivision  by  the  Planning  Board,  the  location  of 
side  and  rear  lines  of  lots  in  such  subdivision  may  be  revised  from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with 
applicable  laws,  by-laws  and  regulations.  Any  change  in  the  number  of  lots,  the  lines  of  streets,  the 
Common  Land  and  its  ownership  or  use,  or  any  other  conditions  stated  in  the  original  special  permit 
shall  require  a new  special  permit  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 

3;  No  lot  shown  on  a plan  for  which  a permit  is  granted  under  this  section  may  be  further 
subdivided  and  a notation  to  that  effect  shall  be  endorsed  upon  the  plan. 
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ARTICLE  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rezone  a certain  parcel  of  land  situation  on  the 
Northerly  side  of  South  Street  in  Plainville,  more  specifically  described  on  the  Plainville  Assessor’s 
Map  as  Plan  1 IB,  Parcel  12,  from  the  present  designation  of  CB  to  a new  designation  permitting  use 
of  the  property  for  multi-family  over  four  families  residential  use  in  addition  to  the  presently  per- 
mitted uses,  or  do  or  act  in  any  manner  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  26:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rezone  a certain  parcel  of  land  in  Plainville  cur- 
rently zoned  RA,  Residential  District  to  IB,  Limited  Industrial  District,  described  as  follows: 

A certain  parcel  of  land  situated  on  the  Northwesterly  side  of  High  Street  in  the  Town  of  Plain- 
ville, in  the  County  of  Norfolk,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  bounded  and  described  as  follows:

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MINUTES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Monday,  April  8, 1985 

First  Session 


The  first  session  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Plainville  was  held  on  Monday, 
April  8,  1985  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Wood  School  on  South  Street.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order 
at  7:44  P.M.  by  Moderator  Kathleen  Parker.  A total  number  of  two  hundred  twenty-five  voters 
were  checked  in  for  the  evening. 

Bounds  of  the  hall  for  voting  purposes  were  identified  as  being  the  chairs  on  the  floor,  the 
bleachers  to  the  right  of  the  Moderator  and  the  back  section  of  the  bleachers  to  the  Moderator’s  left.

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On  Monday,  February  1 1,  and  Friday,  February  15,  1985,  the  Plainville  Planning  Board  held  a 
hearing  on  the  rezoning  considerations  listed  in  the  warrant  as  Articles  13  through  24  inclusive.  At 
that  time  the  board  heard  from  developers  and  citizens  opinions  on  the  rezoning  issues.  In  addition, 
the  board  received  a report  from  the  Town’s  Growth  Committee,  a critique  by  SRPEDD’s  representa- 
tive Steve  Reckow  relative  to  the  zoning  changes  based  on  SRPEDD’s  previous  study  of  growth  in 
Plainville  and  that  report’s  recommendations  in  light  of  the  Growth  Committee’s  rezoning  requests, 
the  interim  recommendations  of  Camp,  Dresser,  and  McKee  to  the  Water  Commissioners  and  the 
Water  Commissioners  affirmation  of  the  Camp,  Dresser,  and  McKee  recommendations  as  their  own. 
In  the  light  of  all  materials  available  for  consideration  the  board  reached  the  following  decisions: 

ARTICLE  13:  (Please  note  a typographical  error,  the  commercial  area  noted  is  CC  not  CB.) 
Because  of  a lack  of  town  water  and  sewerage  in  the  area,  and  well  problems  in  a subdivision  in  the 
area,  as  well  as  a concern  over  the  ability  of  the  roadway  to  handle  increased  traffic,  the  board  recom- 
mends that  the  zoning  change  from  RB  to  RA  in  this  area  be  approved  by  the  town  meeting. 

ARTICLE  14:  The  need  to  protect  Turnpike  Lake  and  its  watershed  from  pollution  causes  the 
board  to  recommend  that  the  zoning  change  from  RB  to  RA  in  this  area  be  approved  by  town 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  15:  The  interest  of  residents  in  this  area  to  maintain  the  residential  nature  of  this 
area  prompts  the  board  to  recommend  the  changing  of  the  zoning  from  CA  to  RB  in  this  area. 

ARTICLE  16:  The  nature  of  the  land  in  this  area  and  the  need  to  protect  Turnpike  Lake  and 
its  watershed  from  pollution  while  continuing  to  allow  for  a CB  zone  along  the  highway  seemed  a 
judicious  and  careful  protection  of  all  interests.  Therefore,  the  board  recommends  to  the  town  meet- 
ing that  this  zoning  change  be  approved. 

ARTICLE  17:  As  the  area  is  not  served  by  town  water  or  sewers,  and  as  it  is  a part  of  the  Turn- 
pike Lake  watershed,  we  recommend  that  this  zoning  change  which  creates  a buffer  around  the  lake 
while  continuing  to  allow  for  a commercial  zone  beyond  the  area  of  the  proposed  lake  buffer  be 
adopted  by  town  meeting. 

ARTICLE  18:  As  the  area  currently  is  the  site,  in  part,  of  the  Town  and  Country  Estates  Apart- 
ment Complex,  and  as  such  serves  as  a transition  buffer  between  the  adjoining  RB  zone  on  the  east 
and  the  CB  zone  on  the  west,  and  as  there  is  need  in  the  planning  of  wise  community  growth  for 
multi-family  as  well  as  single  family  housing,  we  do  not  feel  that  this  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  com- 
munity of  Plainville  and  do  not  recommend  its  acceptance. 

ARTICLE  19:  The  need  to  protect  Lake  Mirimichi  from  contamination  due  to  a lack  of  town 
sewerage  in  this  area,  a condition  which  will  hasten  the  eutrification  of  the  lake,  the  board  recom- 
mends the  approval  of  this  zoning  change  by  the  town  meeting. 

ARTICLE  20:  As  the  area  in  question  is  one  of  the  few  areas  in  town  allowing  for  multiple- 
family  housing,  and  as  good  town  planning  requires  a certain  amount  of  multi-family  housing  units, 
and  as  the  area  in  question  already  consists  of  multi-family  housing,  either  existent  or  projected  in 
submitted  subdivision  plans  prior  to  this  town  meeting,  rezoning  this  area  would  serve  no  real  pur- 
pose unless  the  plans  currently  in  submission  were  rejected.  In  addition,  even  if  the  plans  under 
consideration  were  rejected,  the  area  is  already  mainly  multi-family  in  nature  and  it  would  be  illogical 
to  alter  its  format  at  this  time. 

ARTICLE  21 : As  the  board  has  recommended  the  conversion  of  several  areas  from  RB  to  RA, 
to  change  the  designation  of  minimum  lot  requirements  from  44,000  square  feet  to  88,000  square 
feet  in  this  zone  would  be  in  effect  to  alter  some  lots  from  the  previous  30,000  square  feet  to  88,000 
square  feet  if  the  board’s  rezoning  recommendations  are  approved  by  town  meeting.  The  board  feels 


that  this  could  create  an  excessive  hardship  on  those  in  the  proposed  RB  to  RA  zones.  In  addition, 
while  water  and  sewer  conditions  may  warrant  an  increase  in  lot  size,  the  board  is  not  sure  that  an  in- 
crease to  88,000  square  feet  is  necessary.  Further,  the  board  had  some  problems  with  the  greatly 
increased  frontage  changes  from  140  to  225  feet  in  the  RB  zone  and  225  to  300  feet  in  the  RA  zone. 
Again,  it  was  felt  that  these  changes  were  excessive  in  nature.  Therefore,  the  Planning  Board  does 
not  recommend  the  presented  intensity  of  use  schedule  for  acceptance  by  the  town  meeting. 

ARTICLE  22;  The  board  recommends  the  adoption  of  a new  zoning  map  reflecting  any  approved 
changes  of  this  warrant. 

ARTICLE  23:  As  this  is  the  intent  and  de  facto  interpretation  of  the  current  by-law,  we  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  Article  23  to  insure  total  clarification  of  the  issue. 

ARTICLE  24:  As  amended  due  to  printer’s  error.  As  the  option  of  cluster  zoning  remains  an 
option  of  the  Planning  Board  and  is  not  mandated  by  this  by-law,  and  as  it  provides  the  community 
with  a process  for  obtaining  and  preserving  green  space  in  perpetuity,  the  board  recommends  its 
acceptance  by  the  town  meeting. 

On  Friday,  March  29,  1985,  the  Plainville  Planning  Board  held  a hearing  on  the  rezoning  con- 
siderations listed  in  the  warrant  as  Articles  25  through  28  inclusive.  At  that  time  the  board  heard  from 
developers  and  citizens  opinions  on  the  rezoning  issues.  In  the  light  of  all  materials  available  for  con- 
sideration the  board  reached  the  following  decisions: 

ARTICLE  25 : This  article  would  create  a new  zone  regulation  for  multi-family  density  which  is 
far  in  excess  of  anything  which  is  currently  provided  for  in  our  town  by-laws.  In  addition,  the  board 
felt  it  was  an  example  of  spot  zoning  and  spot  zoning  is  illegal.  To  approve  the  Stillwell  application 
for  the  creation  of  a new  ultra-high  density  zone  in  Plainville  would,  the  board  felt,  be  setting  a dan- 
gerous precedent  for  future  growth  considerations.  In  the  hght  of  Camp,  Dresser,  and  McKee’s  report 
on  the  critical  water  situation  in  Plainville  at  the  present  time,  the  board  felt  that  the  approval  of  this 
article  would  definitely  not  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  community.  In  addition,  the  submitted  plans 
were  projected  on  an  assumption  of  waiver  by  the  board  of  square  footage  requirements  and  even 
parking  space  number  and  width.  While  some  of  these  elements  may  be  waived  or  altered  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  board,  the  applicant’s  assumption  that  they  would  be  was  not  looked  upon  favorably 
by  the  board.  The  Planning  Board  unanimously  recommends  that  this  article  be  rejected  by  town 
meeting.

The  Third  Session  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held  in  the  auditorium  of  the 
Wood  School  on  Tuesday,  April  16,  1985.  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:34  P.M.  by  Moderator 
Kathleen  Parker.  A total  number  of  250  voters  was  checked  into  the  hall  for  the  evening. 

Counters  appointed  to  the  Moderator’s  left  were  Barbara  Mayer  and  Wilbur  Meyer;  to  the 
Moderator’s  right,  Donald  Soule  and  Edna  Hayes. 

Bounds  of  the  hall  for  voting  purposes  were  set  at  being  the  chairs  on  the  auditorium  floor, 
bleachers  to  the  Moderator’s  right,  and  the  rear  section  of  the  bleachers  to  the  Moderator’s  left.  All 
non  registered  persons  were  asked  to  be  seated  on  bleachers  on  the  left,  in  front  of  the  blue  tape. 

Ballot  Box  Officer  in  case  of  a paper  vote  to  be  Mrs.  Sandland,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Clarke. 

Moderator  stated  that  all  motions  and  amendments  must  be  in  writing  and  all  discussion  directed 
thru  the  Chair.  All  persons  speaking  are  requested  to  use  the  microphone. 

Moderator  stated  that  the  first  order  of  business  before  tonight’s  meeting  was  to  reconsider 
Sections  13  and  14  of  Article  12.  So  moved  by  Arthur  Roy,  seconded  by  Wallace  Mathews.  Mr.  Roy 
explained  the  reason  for  his  motion,  and  after  a short  discussion,  his  concern  was  satisfied  and  the 
motion  was  withdrawn.  (Request  to  reconsider  received  4/9/85  at  11:15  P.M.) 

Mrs.  Parker  explained  the  situation  that  had  occurred  last  week  relative  to  Article  21,  in  that  she 
had  called  for  a majority  vote  when  a two  thirds  vote  was  required.  She  stated  that  Attorney  Lee 
declared  the  motion  to  table  “defeated  and  not  passed’’.  Therefore,  again  quoting  Mr.  Lee  “The  main 
motion  asking  for  favorable  action  on  Article  2 1 is  still  on  the  floor  for  debate’’. 

Motion  by  Marsha  Robbins,  seconded  by  Richard  Silveira  to  amend  Article  21  to  change  RA 
area  to  68,  and  width  and  frontage  to  250. 

Mr.  Silveira  showed  view  graphs  of  area  in  question,  and  lengthy  discussion  followed.  Mr. 
Grzenda  asked  that  Mrs.  Benes  give  information  that  she  had  not  been  able  to  give  at  previous  session 
as  debate  had  been  cut  off.  Mrs.  Benes  read  letter  from  lEP  Inc.,  Consulting  Environmental  Scientists. 
Copy  of  this  letter  is  attached  to  these  minutes. 

Mr.  Clarke  pointed  out  that  the  upcoming  zoning  articles  will  affect  other  areas  of  town  than  the 
ones  mentioned  in  this  article,  and  will  be  affected  by  the  outcome  of  this  article.  Mr.  Lomasney  feels 
that  feeling  of  panic  is  not  necessary  at  this  time,  and  feels  more  information  should  be  made  avail- 
able. He  pointed  out  that  voters  had  not  seen  the  CDM  Report.  Mr.  Silveira  replied  to  Mr.  Lomasney’s 
statements.  Mrs.  Chevers  of  Hancock  Street,  questioned  the  statement  made  by  Mrs.  Benes  about  a 
home  for  sale  that  had  not  passed  the  well  test.  Mrs.  Chevers  pointed  out  that  to  run  the  water  for 
four  hours  was  excessive,  but  it  was  pointed  out  that  this  is  the  required  well  test. 

In  further  discussion,  it  was  pointed  out  that  CDM  advised  that  one  method  of  solving  the  water 
problems  was  to  control  growth,  that  the  present  supply  is  just  adequate  with  no  back-up  in  case  of 
emergencies.  Ground  water  supply  is  not  adequate  to  meet  future  demands  of  the  town. 
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Mr.  Loew  and  Mr.  Kenney  stressed  the  number  of  subdivisions  that  were  before  the  Planning 
Board,  that  had  been  submitted  for  approval  prior  to  the  new  zoning  articles,  in  case  they  were 
approved  at  Town  Meeting.  Mrs.  Soucy  stated  that  there  were  between  700  and  1000  such  plans 
before  the  Planning  Board,  but  that  some  had  been  in  progress  for  some  time. 

Mr.  Harwood  questions  ramifications  of  this  zoning  change  as  regards  to  constituionahty.  Attor- 
ney Lee  stated  that  courts  have  held  the  view  in  the  past  that  towns  may  adopt  zoning  by-laws  for 
the  best  of  the  people.  Mr.  Harwood  questioned  what  protection  Town  has  against  sub-standard 
housing,  or  incomplete  development. 

Question  called— Vote  on  calling  question— Yes  205,  No  2,  Needed  to  Carry  138. 

QUESTION  CALLED 

Vote  on  Amendment  to  RA  requirements  only  showed  voice  vote  in  favor,  but  Moderator 
called  for  standing  vote  to  be  sure.  Result  of  vote— Yes  132,  No  72.

Following  further  discussion,  question  was  called  by  Richard  Krasnauskas  of  High  Street 
and  seconded.  Vote  on  calling  question:  Yes  177,  No  26,  Needed  to  Carry  135.

At  the  request  of  Marcia  Benes,  I reviewed  the  Growth  Commission’s  report  and  the  Town 
Meeting  Articles. 

I endorse  the  underlying  premises  of  the  rezoning  on  the  basis  that: 

1 . Increasing  lot  sizes  from  one  to  two  acres  in  areas  not  served  by  Town  water  will  better 
protect  private  wells. 

2.  By  increasing  lot  sizes  by  3/4  acres  to  one  acre  in  residence  areas  served  by  Town  water, 
we  will  reduce  density  and  thereby  reduce  future  water  demand. 

3.  By  rezoning  from  commercial  to  residential  in  areas  immediately  adjacent  to  Turnpike  Lake, 
we  will  reduce  the  potential  for  ground  and  surface  water  contamination  by  potential  spills  and 
runoff. 

I have  worked  with  a number  of  communities  throughout  Massachusetts  who  have  adopted 
similar  measures  to  protect  water  quality.  Based  upon  these  experiences,  I therefore  enthusiastically 
support  similar  actions  in  the  Town  of  Plainville.

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:45  P.M.  by  Moderator  Kathleen  Parker,  with  the  same  rules  in 
effect  as  for  previous  sessions,  with  the  exception  of  the  seating.  Registered  voters  were  asked  to  be 
seated  in  the  chairs  on  the  floor  of  the  auditorium  only.  Bleachers  on  both  sides  of  the  auditorium 
were  for  non-registered  persons.  All  persons  speaking  were  requested  to  use  the  microphone,  and  give 
name  and  address  before  speaking.

TUESDAY,  APRIL  30,  1985 


The  sixth  session  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday,  April  30,  1985  at  the 
Wood  School,  with  a total  number  of  eighty  voters  checked  in  for  the  evening. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:45  P.M.  by  Moderator  Kathleen  Parker.  Bounds  of  the  hall 
for  voting  purposes  were  set  at  being  the  chairs  on  the  auditorium  floor,  with  all  non-registered 
persons  to  be  seated  in  the  bleachers  on  either  side.

Delete  Part  1,  Section  1 through  33  and  insert  the  following: 

Sec.  1 . “Act”  or  “The  Act”— The  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  also  known  as  the  Clean 
Water  Act,  as  amended,  33  U.S.C.  1251,  et.  seq. 

Sec.  2.  “The  Apphcant”— Any  person  requesting  approval  to  discharge  wastewaters  into  the 
municipal  facihties  or  a new  connection  to  the  wastewater  works. 

Sec.  3.  “Approval  Authority”— The  Director  in  an  NPDES  State  with  an  approved  State  Pre- 
treatment Program  or  the  Administrator  of  the  EPA  in  a non-NPDES  State  or  NPDES  State 
without  an  approved  State  Pretreatment  Program. 

Sec.  4.  “Authorized  Representative  of  Industrial  User”— (1)  A principal  executive  officer  of  at 
least  the  level  of  Vice  President,  if  the  Industrial  User  is  a corporation;  (2)  A general  or  part- 
ner or  proprietor  if  the  Industrial  user  is  a partner  or  proprietorship,  respectively;  (3)  A 
duly  authorized  representative  of  the  individual  designated  above  if  such  representative 
is  responsible  for  the  overall  operation  of  the  facilities  from  which  the  wastewater  discharge 
originates. 
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Sec.  5.  “Available”— A Public  Sewer  shall  be  considered  Available  when  the  property  upon  which 
a building  is  situated  abuts  a street,  easement,  or  right-of-way  in  which  a PubUc  Sewer  is 
located.  If  said  building  is  more  than  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet  (45.7  meters)  from  the 
nearest  Public  Sewer,  applications  may  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Board  to  declare  the  Public 
Sewer  “Not  Available.” 

Sec.  6.  “Best  Management  Practices”— Practices  such  as  preventative  maintenance,  scheduling 
of  activities,  or  process  alterations  which  enable  the  user  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  or  any  applicable  State  and/or  Federal  Guidelines. 

Sec.  7.  “Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand”  (denoted  ‘BOD)  shall  mean  the  quantity  of  oxygen 
utilized  in  the  biochemical  oxidation  of  organic  matter  under  standard  laboratory  procedure 
in  five  (5)  days  at  20*C,  expressed  in  Milligrams  per  Liter. 

Sec.  8.  “Board”  shall  mean  the  Plainville  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  or  their  duly  authorized 
deputy,  agent  or  representative(s). 

Sec.  9.  “Building  Drain”  shall  mean  that  part  of  the  lowest  horizontal  piping  of  a drainage  system 
which  receives  the  discharge  from  soil  or  waste,  inside  the  walls  of  the  building  and  conveys 
it  to  the  Building  Sewer. 

Sec.  10.  “Building  Sewer”  shall  mean  the  extension  from  the  Building  Drain  commencing  at  a 
point  five  (5)  feet  (1.5  meters)  outside  the  inner  face  of  the  building  wall  and  extending 
to  the  Public  Sewer  or  other  place  of  disposal. 

Sec.  11.  “Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards”— Regulations  promulgated  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  or  local  agencies  or  by  the  EPA  in  accordance  with  Section  307(b)  and  (1) 
of  the  Clean  Water  Act  and  designated  as  National  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards  or 
Pre treatment  Standards. 

Sec.  12.  “Combined  Sewer”  shall  mean  a Public  Sewer  receiving  both  Surface  Water  and  Sewage. 

Sec.  13.  “Compatible  Pollutants”— Wastewater  constituents  for  which  the  POTW  was  designed 
or  is  operated  to  adequately  treat. 

Sec.  14.  “Cooling  Water”— The  water  discharged  from  any  use  such  as  air  conditioning,  cooling 
or  refrigeration,  or  to  which  the  only  pollutant  added  is  heat. 

Sec.  15.  “Control  Authority”— The  Approval  Authority,  defined  hereinabove;  the  Superin- 
tendent if  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  has  an  approved  Pretreatment  Program  under 
the  provisions  of  40  CFR  403.1 1. 

Sec.  16.  “Discharge  Document”— Either  the  previously  negotiated  agreements  or  a wastewater 
discharge  permit  and  shall  include  the  criteria  for  discharge  to  the  POTW. 

Sec.  17.  “Domestic  Wastewater”— The  wastewater  derived  principally  from  dwellings,  business 
buildings,  institutions  and  the  like.  It  may  not  contain  groundwater,  surface  water,  storm- 
water, or  process  or  wash  water  from  industrial  enterprises. 

Sec.  18.  “Drain  Layer”.  A general  term  applied  to  one  in  the  business  of  and  licensed  by  the 
Town  for  laying  drains  from  existing  I^blic  Sewers  to  the  Building  Drain  of  homes,  com- 
mercial buildings,  industrial  buildings,  and  similar  structures  and  properties. 
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Sec.  19.  “Easement”  shall  mean  an  interest  in  land  owned  by  another  that  entitles  its  holder  to 
a specific  limited  use  or  enjoyment. 

Sec.  20.  “Equalization  of  Waste  Flows”  shall  mean  an  averaging  of  variations  in  flow  and  com- 
position of  Sewage  from  particular  sources  by  an  equalizing  basin  or  other  means  to  provide 
a flow  of  reasonably  uniform  volume  and  composition  prior  to  discharge  into  a Public 
Sewer. 

Sec.  2 1 . “Excessive”— Amounts  or  concentrations  of  a constituent  of  a wastewater  which  in  the 
Judgment  of  the  Superintendent  (a)  will  cause  damage  to  any  Town  facility;  (b)  will  be 
harmful  to  a wastewater  treatment  process;  (c)  cannot  be  removed  in  the  Town  treatment 
works  to  the  degree  required  to  meet  the  limiting  stream  classification  standards  of  the  Ten 
Mile  River  and/or  EPA  and  State  effluent  standards;  (d)  can  otherwise  endanger  life,  limb, 
or  pubhc  property;  or  (e)  can  constitute  a nuisance. 

Sec.  22.  “Facilities”— Structures  and  conduits  for  the  purpose  of  collecting,  treating,  neutralizing, 
stabilizing,  or  disposal  of  domestic  wastewater  andYor  industrial  or  other  wastewaters  as 
are  disposed  of  by  means  of  such  structures  and  conduits  including  treatment  and  disposal 
works,  necessary  intercepting,  outfall,  and  outlet  sewers,  and  pumping  stations  integral  to 
such  facilities  with  sewers,  equipment,  furnishings,  thereof  and  other  appurtenances  con- 
nected therewith. 

Sec.  23.  “Garbage”— The  animal  and  vegetable  wastes  resulting  from  the  handling,  preparation, 
cooking,  and  serving  of  food.  It  is  composed  largely  of  putrescible  organic  matter  and  its 
natural  moisture  content. 

Sec.  24.  “Grab  Sample”— A sample  which  is  taken  from  a wastestream  on  a one-time  basis  with 
no  regard  to  the  flow  in  the  wastestream  and  without  consideration  of  time. 

Sec.  25.  “Holding  Tank  Waste”— Any  waste  from  holding  tanks  such  as  vessels,  chemical  toilets, 
campers,  trailers,  septic  tanks,  and  vacuum-pump  tank  trucks. 

Sec.  26.  “Indirect  Discharge”— The  discharge  or  the  introduction  of  nondomestic  pollutants 
from  any  source  regulated  under  Section  307(b)  or  (c)  of  the  Act  (33  U.S.C.  1317),  into  the 
POTW : (including  holding  tank  waste  discharged  into  the  system). 

Sec.  27.  “Industrial  Discharge  Permit”— The  permit  required  to  be  obtained  from  the  Town  of 
North  Attleborough  by  Significant  Industrial  Users  to  discharge  to  the  Town  of  North 
Attleborough  POTW,  as  set  forth  in  Part  V of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  28.  “Industrial  User”— A source  of  Indirect  Discharge  which  does  not  constitute  a ‘discharge 
of  pollutants’  under  regulations  issued  pursuant  to  Section  402  of  the  Act  (33  U.S.C.  1342). 

Sec.  29.  “Industrial  Wastes”  shall  mean  the  liquid  wastes  from  the  industrial  manufacturing, 
processing,  trade,  or  business  as  distinct  from  Sewage  discharged  from  residences  or  from 
commercial  establishments  whose  Sewage  is  similar  in  strength  to  that  discharged  from 
residences. 

Sec.  30.  “Industrial  Wastewater”— All  water-carried  wastes  and  wastewater  excluding  domestic 
wastewater  and  unpolluted  water.  Includes  all  wastewater  from  any  producing,  manufac- 
turing, processing,  testing,  institutional,  commercial,  agricultural,  or  other  operations 
where  the  wastewater  discharged  includes  non-domestic  wastes. 
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Sec.  31.  “Interference”— A discharge  by  an  Industrial  User  which,  alone  or  in  conjunction  with 
Discharges  by  other  soucres,  inhibits  or  disrupts  the  POTW,  its  treatment  processes  or  opera- 
tions, or  its  sludge  processes,  use  or  disposal  and  which  is  a cause  of  a violation  of  any  re- 
quirement of  the  POTW’s  NPDES  permit  (including  an  increase  in  the  magnitude  or 
duration  of  a violation)  or  of  the  prevention  of  sewage  sludge  use  or  disposal  by  the  POTW 
in  accordance  with  the  following  statutory  provisions  and  regulations  or  permits  issued 
thereunder  (or  more  stringent  state  or  local  regulations):  Section  405  of  the  Qean  Water 
Act,  the  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Act  (SWDA)  (including  Title  II,  more  commonly  referred  to 
as  the  Resource  Conservation  and  Recovery  Act  [RCRA],  and  including  state  regulation 
contained  in  any  state  sludge  management  plan  prepared  pursuant  to  Subtitle  D or  the 
SWDA),  The  Clean  Water  Act,  the  Toxic  Substances  Control  Act,  and  the  Marine  Pro- 
tection Research  and  Sanctuaries  Act. 

Sec.  32.  “Milligrams  per  Liter”  shall  mean  a unit  of  the  concentration  of  water  or  Sewage  con- 
stituent. It  is  0.001  gram  of  the  constituent  in  one  (1)  liter  of  water. 

Sec.  33.  “National  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standard”  or  “Pretreatment  Standard”— Any  regu- 
lation containing  pollutant  discharge  limits  promulgated  by  the  EPA  in  accordance  with 
Section  307(b)  and  (c)  of  the  Act  (:33  U.S.C.  1347)  which  applies  to  a specific  category 
of  Industrial  Users. 

Sec.  34.  “National  Pollution  Discharge  Elimination  System”  or  “NPDES  Permit”— A permit 
issued  pursuant  to  Section  402  of  the  Act  (33  U.S.C.  1342). 

Sec.  35.  “National  Prohibited  Discharge  Standard”  or  “Prohibited  Discharge  Standard”— Any 
regulation  developed  under  the  authority  of  307(b)  of  the  Act  and  40  CFR,  Section  403.5. 

Sec.  36.  “Natural  Outlet”  shall  mean  any  outlet  into  a Watercourse,  pond,  ditch,  lake,  or  other 
body  of  surface  or  groundwater. 

Sec.  37.  “New  Source”— Any  building,  structure,  facility,  or  installation  from  which  there  is  or 
may  be  a Discharge  of  pollutants,  the  construction  of  which  commenced  after  the  publica- 
tion of  proposed  Pre treatment  Standards  under  Section  307(c)  of  the  Act  which  will  be 
applicable  to  such  source  if  such  Standards  are  thereafter  promulgated  in  accordance  with 
that  Section. 

Sec.  38.  “Normal  Operating  Day”— A 24-hour  day  in  which  the  standard  and  routine  operations 
and  work  of  the  facility  is  conducted.  It  would  include,  but  is  not  limited  to:  daily  clean- 
ing, routine  maintenance,  and  production.  It  would  not  include:  work  stoppages,  scheduled 
and  unscheduled  shutdowns,  holiday  schedules,  major  cleanups  and  the  like. 

Sec.  39.  “North  Attleborough”  shall  mean  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough,  County  of  Bristol, 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Sec.  40.  “Oil  and  Grease”— Any  material  (animal,  vegetable,  or  hydrocarbon)  which  is  extract- 
able  from  an  acidified  sample  of  a waste  by  freon  or  other  designated  solvent  and  as  deter- 
mined by  the  appropriate  standard  procedure. 

Sec.  41.  “Pass-Through”— The  Discharge  of  pollutants  through  the  POTW  into  navigable  waters 
in  quantities  or  concentrations  which,  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  Discharges  from  other 
sources,  are  a cause  of  a violation  of  any  requirement  of  the  POTW’s  NPDES  permit  (includ- 
ing an  increase  in  the  magnitude  or  duration  of  a violation). 


Sec.  42.  “Person”  shall  mean  any  individual,  firm,  company,  association,  society,  corporation  or 
group. 

Sec.  43.  “pH”  shall  mean  the  logarithm  of  the  reciprocal  of  the  weight  of  hydrogen  ions  in  grams 
per  hter  of  solution. 

Sec.  44.  “Pollutant”— Any  dredged  spoil,  solid  waste,  incinerator  residue,  sewage,  garbage, 
sewage  sludge,  munitions,  chemical  wastes,  biological  materials,  radioactive  materials,  heat, 
wrecked  or  discharged  equipment,  rock,  sand,  cellar  dirt,  or  industrial,  municipal  or  agri- 
cultural waste  discharged  into  water. 

Sec.  45.  “Pollution”— The  man-made  or  man-induced  alteration  of  the  chemical,  physical,  bio- 
logical, and  radiological  integrity  of  water. 

Sec.  46.  “POTW  Treatment  Plant”— Shall  mean  that  portion  of  the  POTW  designed  to  provide 
treatment  to  wastewater. 

Sec.  47.  “Pretreatment”  or  “Treatment”— The  reduction  of  the  amount  of  pollutants,  the  elimi- 
nation of  pollutants,  or  the  alteration  of  the  nature  of  pollutants,  or  the  alteration  of  the 
nature  of  pollutant  properties  in  wastewater  to  a less  harmful  state  prior  to  or  in  lieu  of  dis- 
charging or  otherwise  introducing  such  pollutants  to  the  POTW.  The  reduction  or  alteration 
can  be  obtained  by  physical,  chemical  or  biological  processes,  or  process  changes  other  than 
the  above  means,  except  as  prohibited  by  40  CFR  Section  403.6(d). 

Sec.  48.  “Pretreatment  Requirements”— Any  substantive  or  procedural  requirements  related 
to  pretreatment,  other  than  a National  Pretreatment  Standard,  imposed  on  an  industrial 
user. 

Sec.  49.  “Properly  Shredded  Garbage”  shall  mean  the  wastes  from  the  preparation,  cooking,  and 
dispensing  of  food  that  have  been  shredded  to  such  a degree  that  all  particles  will  be  carried 
freely  under  the  flow  conditions  normally  prevailing  in  Pubhc  Sewers,  with  no  particle 
greater  than  one-half  (1/2)  inch  (1.27  centimeters)  in  any  dimension. 

Sec.  50.  “Publicly  Owned  Treatment  Works”  or  “POTW”— The  Town  of  North  Attleborough 
owns  treatment  works,  as  defined  in  Section  212  of  the  Act  (33  USC  1292).  This  definition 
includes  any  sewers  that  convey  wastewater  to  the  POTW  treatment  plant,  but  does  not  in- 
clude pipes,  sewers,  or  other  conveyances  not  connected  to  a facility  providing  treatment. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law,  “POTW”  shall  also  include  any  sewers  that  convey  waste- 
water  to  the  POTW  from  persons  outside  the  Town  who  are,  by  agreement  with  the  Town 
users  of  the  Town’s  POTW. 

Sec.  51.  “Pubhc  Sewer”  shall  mean  a sewer  in  which  all  Owners  of  abutting  properties  have 
equal  rights,  and  is  controlled  by  pubhc  authority. 

Sec.  52.  “Receiving  Waters”— Any  watercourse,  river,  pond,  ditch,  lake,  aquifer,  and  other  body 
of  surface  or  groundwater  receiving  discharge  of  wastewaters. 

Sec.  53.  “Sanitary  Sewer”  shall  mean  a Pubhc  Sewer  which  carries  Sewage  and  to  which  storm, 
surface,  and  groundwaters  are  not  intentionally  admitted. 

Sec.  54.  “Septage”— The  sludge  produced  in  individual  domestic  on-site  wastewater  disposal 
systems,  such  as  septic  tanks  and  cesspools. 
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Sec.  55.  “Sewage”  shall  mean  the  spent  water  of  the  Town,  and  may  be  a combination  of  the 
liquid  and  water-carried  wastes  from  residences,  commercial  buildings,  industrial  plants,  and 
institutions,  together  with  any  groundwater,  surface  water,  and  stormwater  that  may  be 
present. 

Sec.  56.  “Sewer”  shall  mean  a pipe  or  conduit  for  carrying  Sewage. 

Sec.  57.  “Sewer  Connection”— A sewer  pipeline  running  laterally  from  a street  sewer,  an  off- 
street  sewer  or  a trunk  sewer  to  an  individual  tract,  lot  or  parcel  of  land  to  serve  one  or 
more  houses  or  other  buildings,  whether  or  not  connected  to  any  house  or  building. 

Sec.  58.  “Shall”  is  mandatory:  “May”  is  permissive. 

Sec.  59.  “Significant  Industrial  User”  or  “Significant  User”— Any  industrial  user  of  the  POTW 
who  (i)  has  a discharge  flow  of  25,000  gallons  or  more  per  normal  operating  day,  or  (ii)  has 
a flow  greater  than  5 percent  of  the  flow  to  the  POTW,  or  (iii)  who  discharges  wastes  con- 
taining toxic  pollutants  as  defined  pursuant  to  Section  307  of  the  Act  or  (iv)  is  found  by 
the  Town,  State  Control  Agency  or  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  to 
have  significant  impact,  either  sinly  or  in  combination  with  other  contributing  industries, 
on  the  POTW,  the  quality  of  sludge,  the  system’s  effluent  quahty,  or  air  emissions  generated 
by  the  system. 

Sec.  60.  “Slug”  shall  mean  any  discharge  of  Water,  Sewage,  or  Industrial  Wastes,  which  in  con- 
centration of  any  given  constituent  or  in  quantity  of  flow  exceeds  for  any  period  of  dura- 
tion longer  than  fifteen  (15)  minutes,  more  than  five  (5)  times  the  average  twenty-four  (24) 
hour  concentration  of  flows  during  normal  operation. 

Sec.  61.  “Standard  Industrial  Classifications  (SIC)”— A classification  pursuant  to  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  issued  by  the  Executive  Office  of  the  President,  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget,  1972. 

Sec.  62.  “Standard  Laboratory  Procedures”— Those  methods  outlined  in  the  most  recent  edition 
of  the  EPA  manual  ‘Methods  for  Chemical  Analysis  of  Water  and  Wastes’,  and/or  the  APHA, 
AWWA , WPCF  pubhcation.  ‘Standard  Methods  for  the  Examination  of  Water  and  Waste- 
water’,  or  in  40  CFR  136. 

Sec.  63.  “State”  shall  mean  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control. 

Sec.  64.  “Storm  Drain”  (sometimes  termed  “Storm  Sewer”)  shall  mean  a Sewer  which  carries 
storm  and  surface  waters  and  drainage,  but  excludes  Sewage  and  Industrial  Wastes,  other 
than  unpolluted  cooling  water. 

Sec.  65.  “Superintendent”  shall  mean  the  Superintendent  of  the  Sewer  Department  and/or  Water 
Pollution  Control  of  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough,  or  his  authorized  deputy,  agency,  or 
representative(s). 

•Sec.  66.  “Suspended  Solids”  (denoted  SS)  shall  mean  solids  that  either  float  on  the  surface  of,  or 
are  in  suspension  in  water.  Sewage,  Industrial  Wastes,  or  other  liquids,  and  which  are  remov- 
able by  laboratory  filtration. 

Sec.  67.  “Town”  shall  mean  the  Town  of  PlainvUle  in  the  County  of  Norfolk,  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 
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Sec,  68.  “Toxic  Substances”— Any  substance  or  mixture,  whether  gaseous,  liquid,  or  solid,  which, 
when  discharged  into  the  sewer  system,  may  tend  to  interfere  with  any  wastewater  treat- 
ment process,  constitute  a hazard  to  human  beings  or  animals,  inhibit  aquatic  life,  or  create 
a hazard  to  recreation  in  the  receiving  waters  of  the  effluent  from  POTW. 

Sec.  69.  “Unpolluted  Water”— Water  whose  discharge  will  not  cause  any  violation  of  receiving 
water  standards  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Sec.  70.  “Upset”— An  incident  in  which  there  is  unintentional  and  temporary  non-compliance 
with  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards  or  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  because  of 
factors  beyond  the  control  of  the  Industrial  User.  An  upset  does  not  include  non-compli- 
ance to  the  extent  caused  by  operational  error,  improperly  designed  treatment  facilities, 
inadequate  treatment  facilities,  lack  of  preventive  maintenance,  or  careless  or  improper 
operation. 

Sec.  71.  “User”— Any  person  who  contributes,  causes  or  permits  the  contribution  of  waste- 
water  into  the  Town’s  POTW. 

Sec.  72.  “Wastes”— Substances  in  liquid,  sohd  or  gaseous  form  that  can  be  carried  in  water. 

Sec,  73.  “Wastewater”— The  spent  water  of  a community  which  may  be  a combination  of  the 
liquid  and  water-carried  wastes  from  residences,  commercial  buildings,  industrial  plants, 
and  institutions,  together  with  any  groundwater,  surface  water,  and  stormwater  that  may  be 
present. 

Sec.  74.  “Watercourse”  shall  mean  a channel  in  which  a flow  of  water  occurs,  either  continu- 
ously or  intermittently. 

Sec.  75.  “Abbreviations”— The  following  abbreviations  shall  have  the  designated  meanings:

Section  2(a).  Discharge  method  specified.  Stormwater  and  all  other  unpolluted  drainage  shall  be 
discharged  to  such  PubUc  Sewers  as  are  specifically  designated  as  Storm  Sewers.  Proposed  and 
existing  discharges  of  industrial  cooling  water  or  unpolluted  process  waters  to  a natural  outlet 
may  be  subject  to  review  and  approval  by  the  Commonwealth  or  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency. 
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Add  to  part  IV,  Sec.  2 as  (b): 


(b)  Except  where  expressly  authorized  to  do  so  by  an  applicable  categorical  pretreatment 
standard,  no  user  shall  ever  increase  the  use  of  process  water  or  in  any  other  way  attempt  to 
dilute  the  discharge  as  a partial  or  complete  substitute  for  adequate  treatment  to  achieve 
compliance  with  a categorical  pretreatment  standard.  The  Control  Authority  may  impose 
mass  limitations  on  Industrial  Users  which  are  using  dilution  to  meet  applicable  Pretreat- 
ment Standards  or  in  other  cases  where  the  imposition  of  mass  limitations  is  appropriate. 

Replace  Part  IV,  Sec.  3: 

Sec.  3.  “Prohibited  Wastes:”  No  User  shall  contribute  or  cause  to  be  contributed,  directly  or  in- 
directly, any  pollutant  or  wastewater  which  will  pass  through  the  POTW  or  interfere  with 
the  operation  or  performance  of  the  POTW.  These  general  prohibitions  apply  to  all  such 
Users  of  a POTW  whether  or  not  the  User  is  subject  to  National  Categorical  Pretreatment 
Standards  or  any  other  National,  State,  or  Local  Pretreatment  Standards  or  Requirement. 
All  Users  are  prohibited  from  contributing  the  following  substances  to  any  POTW: 

a)  Any  liquids,  solids  or  gases  which  by  reason  of  their  nature  of  quantity  are,  or 
may  be  sufficient  either  alone  or  by  interaction  with  other  substances  to  cause 
fire  or  explosion  or  be  injurious  in  any  other  way  to  the  POTW  or  to  the  opera- 
tion of  thee  POTW.  At  no  time,  shall  two  successive  readings  on  an  explosion 
hazard  meter,  at  the  point  of  discharge  into  the  system  (or  any  point  in  the 
system)  be  more  than  five  percent  (5%)  nor  any  single  reading  over  ten  percent 
(10%)  of  the  Lower  Explosive  Limit  (LEL)  of  the  meter.  Prohibited  materials 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  kerosene,  naphtha,  benzene,  toluene, 
xylene,  ethers,  alcohols,  ketones,  aldehydes,  peroxides,  chlorates,  perchlorates, 
bromates,  carbides,  hydrides  and  sulfides  and  any  other  substances  which  the 
Town,  the  State  or  EPA  has  notified  the  User  is  a fire  hazard  or  a hazard  to  the 
system. 

b)  Solid  or  viscous  substances  which  may  cause  obstruction  to  the  flow  in  a sewer  or 
other  interference  with  the  operation  of  the  wastewater  treatment  facilities  such 
as,  but  not  limited  to:  grease,  garbage  with  particles  greater  than  one-half  inch 
(1/2”)  in  any  dimension,  animal  guts  or  tissues,  paunch,  manure,  bones,  hair, 
hides,  or  fleshings,  entrails,  whole  blood,  feathers,  ashes,  cinders,  sand,  spent 
lime,  stone  or  marble  dust,  metal,  glass,  straw,  shavings,  grass  clippings,  rags,  spent 
grains,  spent  hops,  waste  paper,  wood,  plastics,  gas,  tar,  asphalt  residues,  residues 
from  refining,  or  processing  of  fuel  or  lubricating  oil,  mud,  or  glass  grinding  or 
polishing  wastes. 

c)  Any  wastewater  having  a pH  less  than  5.5,  or  wastewater  having  any  other  cor- 
rosive property  capable  of  causing  damage  or  hazard  to  structures,  equipment, 
and/or  personnel  of  the  POTW. 

d)  Any  wastewater  containing  toxic  pollutants  in  sufficient  quantity,  either  singly  or 
by  interaction  with  other  pollutants,  to  injure  or  interfere  with  any  wastewater 
treatment  process,  constitute  a hazard  to  humans  or  animals,  create  a toxic  effect 
in  the  receiving  waters  of  the  POTW,  or  to  exceed  the  limitation  set  forth  in  a 
Categorical  Pretreatment  Standard.  A toxic  pollutant  shall  include  but  not  be 
limited  to  any  pollutant  identified  pursuant  to  Section  307  (a)  of  the  Act. 

e)  Any  noxious  or  malodorous  liquids,  gases,  or  solids  which  singly  or  by  interaction 
with  other  wastes  are  sufficient  to  create  a public  nuisance  or  hazard  to  life  or  are 
sufficient  to  prevent  entry  into  the  sewers  for  maintenance  and  repair. 
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0 Any  substance  which  may  cause  the  POTW’s  effluent  or  any  other  product 
of  the  POTW  such  as  residues,  sludges,  or  scums,  to  be  unsuitable  for  reclamation 
and  reuse  or  to  interfere  with  the  reclamation  process.  In  no  case,  shall  a sub- 
stance discharged  to  the  POTW  cause  the  POTW  to  be  in  non-compliance  with 
sludge  use  or  disposal  criteria,  guidelines  or  regulations  developed  under  Section 
405  of  the  Act;  any  criteria,  guidelines,  or  regulations  affecting  sludge  use  or  dis- 
posal developed  pursuant  to  the  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Act,  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
the  Toxic  Substances  Control  Act,  or  State  criteria  apphcable  to  the  sludge 
management  method  being  used. 

g)  Any  substance  which  will  cause  the  POTW  to  violate  its  NPDES  and/or  State 
Disposal  System  Permit  or  the  receiving  water  quality  standards. 

h)  Any  wastewater  with  objectionable  color  not  removed  in  the  treatment  process, 
such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  dye  wastes  and  vegetable  tanning  solutions. 

i)  Any  wastewater  having  a temperature  which  will  inhibit  biological  activity  in 
the  POTW  treatment  plant  resulting  in  Interference,  but  in  no  case  wastewater 
with  a temperature  at  the  introduction  into  the  POTW  which  exceeds  40°C 
(IO4OF). 

j)  Any  pollutants,  including  oxygen  demanding  pollutants  (BOD,  etc.)  released  at 
a flow  rate  and/or  pollutant  concentration  which  will  cause  Interference  to  the 
POTW.  In  no  case  shall  a slug  load  have  a flow  rate  or  contain  concentration  or 
qualities  of  pollutants  that  exceed  for  any  time  period  longer  than  fifteen  (15) 
minutes  more  than  five  (5)  times  the  average  twenty-four  (24)  hour  concentra- 
tion, quantities,  or  flow  during  normal  operation. 

k)  Any  wastewater  containing  any  radioactive  wastes  or  isotopes  of  such  half-hfe  or 
concentration  as  may  exceed  limits  established  by  the  Superintendent  in  comph- 
ance  with  applicable  State  or  Federal  regulations. 

l)  Any  wastewater  which  causes  a hazard  to  human  life  or  creates  a public  nuisance. 

m)  Any  sludge  resulting  from  the  Pretreatment  of  waters  or  wastewaters. 

Delete  Part  FV,  Section  4,  in  its  entirety. 

Replace  Part  V in  its  entirety  with  the  following; 

Sec.  1 . Industrial  Discharge  Permit— All  Significant  Industrial  Users  proposing  to  connect  to  or 
contribute  to  the  POTW  shall  obtain  an  Industrial  Discharge  Permit  before  connecting  to  or 
contributing  to  the  POTW.  All  existing  Significant  Users  connected  to  or  contributing  to  the 
POTW  shall  obtain  an  Industrial  Discharge  Permit  within  180  days  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  By-Law. 

Sec.  2.  Permit  Application— Users  required  to  obtain  an  Industrial  Discharge  Permit  shall  com- 
plete and  file  with  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough,  an  application  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough,  and  accompanied  by  a fee  of  $25.00.  Existing  users 
shall  apply  for  an  Industrial  Discharge  Permit  within  30  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
By-Law,  and  proposed  new  users  shall  apply  at  least  90  days  prior  to  connecting  to  or  con- 
tributing to  the  POTW.  In  support  of  the  apphcation,  the  users  shall  submit,  in  units  and 
terms  appropriate  for  evaluation,  the  foUowing  information: 
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a)  Name,  address,  and  location  (if  different  from  the  address); 

b)  SIC  number  according  to  the  Standard  Industrial  Qassification  Manual,  Bureau 
of  the  Budget,  1972,  as  amended; 

c)  Wastewater  constituents  and  characteristics  including  but  not  limited  to  those 
mentioned  in  Part  IV;  Section  3 and  4 of  this  By-Law  as  determined  by  an  ap- 
proved analytical  laboratory;  sampling  and  analysis  shall  be  performed  in  ac- 
cordance with  procedures  established  by  the  EPA  pursuant  to  Section  304(g) 
of  the  Act  and  contained  in  40CFR,  Part  136,  as  amended; 

d)  Time  and  duration  of  contribution. 

e)  Average  daily  and  3 minute  peak  wastewater  flow  rates,  including  daily,  monthly 
and  seasonal  variations  if  any: 

0 Site  plans,  floor  plans,  mechanical  and  plumbing  plans  and  details  to  show  all 
sewers,  sewer  connections,  and  appurtenances  by  the  size,  location  and  elevation; 

g)  Description  of  activities,  facilities  and  plant  processes  on  the  premises  including 
all  materials  which  are  or  could  be  discharged; 

h)  Where  known,  the  nature  and  concentration  of  any  pollutants  in  the  discharge 
which  are  limited  by  any  Town,  State  or  Federal  Pretreatment  Standards,  and  a 
statement  regarding  whether  or  not  the  Pretreatment  Standards  are  being  met  on 
a consistent  basis  and  if  not,  whether  additional  Operation  and  Maintenance 
(0«&.M)  and/or  additional  pretreatment  is  required  for  the  User  to  meet  appli- 
cable Pretreatment  Standards; 

i)  If  additional  pretreatment  and/or  O&M  will  be  required  to  meet  the  Pretreat- 
ment Standards,  the  shortest  schedule  by  which  the  User  will  provide  such  addi- 
tional pretreatment  must  be  followed.  TTie  completion  date  in  this  schedule  shall 
not  be  later  than  the  compUance  date  established  for  the  applicable  Pretreatment 
Standard : 

(1)  The  schedule  shall  contain  increments  of  progress  in  the  form  of  dates  for 
the  commencement  and  completion  of  major  events  leading  to  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  additional  pretreatment  required  for  the  User  to 
meet  the  applicable  Pretreatment  Standards  (e.g.,  hiring  an  engineer,  com- 
pleting preliminary  plans,  completing  final  plans,  executing  contract  for 
major  components,  commencing  construction,  completing  construction, 
etc.). 

(2)  No  increment  referred  to  in  sub-paragraph  (1)  shall  exceed  9 months. 

(3)  Not  later  than  14  days  following  each  date  in  the  schedule  and  the  fmal 
date  for  compliance,  the  User  shall  submit  a progress  report  to  the  Superin- 
tendent including,  as  a minimum,  whether  or  not  it  complied  with  the  incre- 
ment of  progress  to  be  met  on  such  date  and,  if  not,  the  date  on  which  it 
expects  to  comply  with  this  increment  of  progress,  the  reason  for  delay,  and 
the  steps  being  taken  by  the  user  to  return  the  construction  to  the  schedule 
established.  In  no  event  shall  more  than  9 months  elapse  between  such 
progress  reports  to  the  Superintendent. 
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j)  Each  product  produced  by  type,  amount,  process  of  processes  and  rate  of  produc- 
tion; 

k)  Type  and  amount  of  raw  materials  processed  (average  and  maximum  per  day) ; 

l)  Number  and  type  of  employees,  and  hours  of  operation  of  plant  and  proposed 
or  actual  hours  of  operation  of  pretreatment  system ; 

m)  The  Pretreatment  Standards  applicable  to  each  regulated  process; 

n)  A certification  statement  indicating  whether  Pretreatment  Standards  are  being 
met  on  a consistent  basis  and 

o)  Detailed  plans  showing  the  pretreatment  facilities  and  operating  procedures  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  for  review,  and  shaU  be  accept- 
able to  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  before  construction  of  the  facility.  TTie 
review  of  such  plans  and  operating  procedures  will  in  no  way  relieve  the  User 
from  the  responsibility  of  modifying  the  facility  as  necessary  to  produce  an 
effluent  acceptable  to  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  under  the  provisions  of 
the  By-Law.  Any  subsequent  changes  in  the  pretreatment  facilities  or  method  of 
operation  shall  be  reported  to  and  be  acceptable  to  the  Town  of  North  Attle- 
borough prior  to  the  User’s  initiation  of  the  changes,  and 

p)  Any  other  information  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  Superintendent  to  be  necessary 
to  evaluate  the  permit  apphcation. 

The  Superintendent  will  evaluate  the  data  furnished  by  the  User  and  may  require  additional 
information.  After  evaluation  and  acceptance  of  the  data  furnished,  the  Superintendent  may 
issue  an  Industrial  Discharge  Permit  subject  to  terms  and  conditions  provided  herein. 

Sec.  3.  Permit  Modifications— Within  9 months  of  the  promulgation  of  a National  Categorical 
Pretreatment  Standards,  the  Industrial  Discharge  Permit  of  Users  subject  to  such  standards 
shall  be  revised  to  require  compliance  with  such  standard  within  the  time  frame  prescribed 
by  such  standard.  Where  a user,  subject  to  a national  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standard, 
has  not  previously  submitted  an  apphcation  for  an  Industrial  Discharge  Permit  as  required 
by  Part  V,  Section  1,  the  User  shah  apply  for  an  Industrial  Discharge  Permit  within  180 
days  after  the  effective  date  of  the  apphcable  Federal  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standard 
the  information  required  by  Part  V,  Section  2,  Paragraphs  (h)  and  (i). 

Sec.  4.  Permit  Conditions— Industrial  Discharge  Permits  shall  be  expressly  subject  to  ah  provisions 
by  this  By-Law  and  all  other  apphcable  regulations.  User  charges  and  fees  estabhshed  by 
the  Superintendent,  permits  may  contain  the  foUowing: 

a)  The  unit  charge  or  schedule  of  user  charges  and  fees  for  the  waste  water  to  be 
discharged  to  the  POTW ; 

b)  Limits  on  the  average  and  maximum  wastewater  constituents  and  characteristics; 

c)  Limits  on  average  and  maximum  rate  and  time  of  discharge  or  requirements  for 
flow  regulations  and  equahzation. 

d)  Requirements  for  installation  and  maintenance  of  inspection  and  samphng 
facihties; 
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e)  Specifications  for  monitoring  program  which  may  include  sampUng  locations, 
frequency  of  sampling,  number,  types  and  standards  for  tests  and  reporting 
schedule; 

0 Compliance  schedules; 

g)  Requirements  for  submission  of  compliance  schedule  or  periodic  compliance 
reports; 

h)  Requirements  for  maintaining  and  retaining  plant  records  relating  to  wastewater 
discharge  as  specified  by  the  Superintendent,  and  affording  the  Town  of  North 
Attleborough  access  thereto; 

i)  Requirements  for  notification  to  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  of  any  new 
introduction  of  wastewater  constituents  or  any  substantial  change  in  the  volume 
or  character  of  the  wastewater  constituents  being  introduced  into  the  wastewater 
treatment  system. 

j)  Requirements  for  notification  of  slug  discharges. 

k)  Other  conditions  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Superintendent  to  ensure  com- 
phance  with  this  By-Law. 

Sec.  5.  Permits  Duration— Permits  shall  be  issued  for  a specified  time  period,  not  to  exceed  five 
(5)  years.  A permit  may  be  issued  for  a period  less  than  a year  or  may  be  stated  to  expire 
on  a specific  date.  The  user  shall  apply  for  permit  reissuance  a minimum  of  180  days  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  the  user’s  existing  permit.  The  terms  and  conditions  of  the  permit  may 
be  subject  to  modification  by  the  Superintendent  during  the  term  of  the  permit  as  limita- 
tions or  requirements  as  identified  in  Part  V,  Sec,  3 are  modified  or  other  just  cause  exists. 
The  user  shall  be  informed  of  any  proposed  changes  in  his  permit  at  least  30  days  prior  to 
the  effective  date  of  change.  Any  changes  or  new  conditions  in  the  permit  shall  include  a 
reasonable  time  schedule  for  compliance. 

Sec.  6.  Permit  Transfer— Industrial  Discharge  Permits  are  issued  to  a specific  user  for  a specific 
operation.  An  Industrial  Discharge  Permit  shall  not  be  reassigned  or  transferred  or  sold  to  a 
new  owner,  new  user,  different  premises,  or  a new  or  changed  operation  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Superintendent.  Any  succeeding  owner  or  user  shall  also  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  permit  in  existence  prior  to  the  time  of  transfer. 

Sec.  7.  Compliance  Date  Report— Within  90  days  following  the  date  for  final  compliance  with 
applicable  Pretreatment  Standards  or,  in  the  case  of  a New  Source,  following  commence- 
ment of  the  introduction  of  wastewater  into  the  POTW,  any  user  subject  to  Pretreatment 
Standards  and  Requirements  shall  submit  to  the  Superintendent  a report  .indicating  the 
nature  and  concentration  of  all  pollutants  in  the  discharge  from  the  regulated  process  which 
are  Umited  by  Pretreatment  Standards  and  Requirements  and  the  average  and  maximum 
daily  flow  for  these  process  units  in  the  User  f^acihty  which  are  limited  by  such  Pretreat- 
ment Standards  or  Requirements.  The  report  shall  state  whether  the  applicable  Pretreat- 
ment  Standards  or  Requirements  are  being  met  on  a consistent  basis  and,  if  not,  what  addi- 
tional O&M  and/or  pretreatment  is  necessary  to  bring  the  User  into  compliance  with  the 
apphcable  Pretreatment  Standards  or  Requirements.  This  statement  shall  be  signed  by  an 
authorized  representative  of  the  Industrial  user,  and  certified  to  by  a qualified  professional.

Sec.  8.  Periodic  Compliance  Reports— Any  User  subject  to  a Pretreatment  Standard,  after  the 
compliance  date  of  such  Pretreatment  Standard,  or,  in  the  case  of  a New  Source,  after  com- 
mencement of  the  discharge  into  the  POTW,  shall  submit  to  the  Superintendent  during  the 
months  of  June  and  December,  unless  required  more  frequently  in  the  Pretreatment  Stan- 
dard or  by  the  Superintendent,  a report  indicating  the  nature  and  concentration,  of  pollu- 
tants in  the  effluent  which  are  limited  by  such  Pretreatment  Standards.  In  addition,  this 
report  shall  include  a record  of  all  daily  flows  which  during  the  reporting  period  exceed 
the  average  daily  flow  reported  in  paragraph  (e)  of  Section 2.  At  the  discretion  of  the  super- 
intendent and  in  consideration  of  such  factors  as  local  high  or  low  flow  rates,  hohdays, 
budget  cycles,  etc.,  the  Superintendent  may  agree  to  alter  the  months  during  which  the 
above  reports  are  to  be  submitted. 

Sec.  9.  Self-Monitoring  Reports— All  significant  Industrial  users,  whether  subject  to  Categorical 
Pretreatment  Standards  or  not,  must  submit  a self-monitoring  report.  If  a self-monitoring 
report  is  required,  the  reporting  schedule  and  requirements  will  be  stated  on  each  Industrial 
Discharge  Permit.  These  reports  shall  contain  the  results  of  sampUng  and  analysis  of  the 
discharge,  including  the  flow  and  the  nature  and  concentration,  or  production  and  mass 
where  requested  by  the  Superintendent,  of  pollutants  contained  therein  which  are  limited 
by  the  applicable  Pretreatment  Standards.  The  frequency  of  monitoring  shall  be  prescribed 
in  the  Industrial  Discharge  Permit  and  for  Industrial  users  subject  to  Categorical  Pretreat- 
ment Standards,  shall  not  be  less  frequent  than  prescribed  in  Section  8 of  this  Part.  All 
analysis  shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  procedures  estabhshed  by  the  Administrator 
of  EPA  pursuant  to  Section  304  (g)  of  the  Act  and  contained  in  40CFR,  Part  136  and 
amendments  thereto  or  with  any  other  test  procedure  approved  by  the  Administrator  of 
EPA.  Sampling  shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  techniques  approved  by  the  Ad- 
ministrator of  EPA.  (Comment:  Where  40CFR,  Part  136  does  not  include  a sampling  or 
analytical  technique  for  the  pollutant  in  question,  sampling  and  analysis  shall  be  performed 
in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  the  EPA  pubhcation,  “Samphng  and  Analysis 
Procedures  for  Screening  of  Industrial  Effluents  for  Priority  Pollutants,  April,  1977”,  and 
amendments  thereto,  or  with  any  other  samphng  and  analytical  procedures  approved  by  the 
Administrator  of  EPA). 

Sec.  10.  Accidental  Discharges— Each  user  shah  provide  protection  for  accidental  discharge  of 
prohibited  materials  or  other  substances  regulated  by  this  By-Law.  Facihties  to  prevent 
accidental  discharge  of  prohibited  materials  shall  be  provided  and  maintained  at  the  Owner’s 
or  User’s  own  cost  and  expense.  Detailed  plans  showing  facilities  and  operating  procedures 
to  provide  this  protection  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  for  re- 
view, and  shall  be  approved  by  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  before  construction  of  the 
facihty.  All  existing  users  shall  complete  such  a plan  within  90  days  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  By-Law.  No  User  who  commences  contribution  of  the  POTW  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  By-Law  shall  be  permitted  to  introduce  pollutants  into  the  system  until  accidental 
discharge  procedures  have  been  approved  by  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough.  Review  and 
approval  of  such  plans  and  operating  procedures  shall  not  relieve  the  industrial  user  from  the 
responsibUity  to  modify  the  User’s  fadhty  as  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this 
By-Law.  In  the  case  of  an  accidental  discharge,  it  is  the  responsibihty  of  the  user  to  immedi- 
ately telephone  and  notify  the  POTW  of  the  incident.  The  notification  shall  include  location 
of  the  discharge,  type  of  waste,  concentration  and  volume,  and  corrective  actions. 

Within  five  (5)  days  following  an  accidental  discharge;  the  User  shall  submit  to  the 
Superintendent  a detailed  written  report  describing  the  cause  of  the  discharge  and  the 
measures  to  be  taken  by  the  User  to  prevent  similar  future  occurrences.  Such  notification 
shall  not  reUeve  the  User  of  any  expense,  loss,  damage,  or  other  habUity  which  may  be  in- 
curred as  a result  of  damage  to  the  POTW,  fish  kills,  or  any  other  damage  to  person  or 
property;  nor  shall  such  notification  relieve  the  user  of  any  fines,  civil  penalties,  or  other 
habihty  which  may  be  imposed  by  this  article  or  other  applicable  law. 
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A notice  shall  be  permanently  posted  on  the  User’s  bulletin  board  or  other  prominent 
place  advising  employees  whom  to  caU  in  the  event  of  a dangerous  discharge.  Employers 
shall  insure  that  all  employees  who  may  cause  or  suffer  such  a dangerous  discharge  to  occur 
are  advised  of  the  emergency  notification  procedure. 

Sec.  1 1.  Slug  Discharge  Report— Any  person  responsible  for,  or  becoming  aware  of,  the  discharge 
to  the  POTW,  accidental  or  otherwise,  of  any  prohibited  substance  or  of  any  Slug  as  defined 
herein,  shall  report  same  immediately  by  telephone  to  the  Superintendent  so  that  necessary 
precautions  can  be  taken  to  minimize  the  deleterious  effects  of  the  discharge. 

Sec.  12.  Record  Keeping. 

(a)  Any  Industrial  User  subject  to  the  reporting  requirements  established  in  this  By-Law 
shall  maintain  records  of  all  information  resulting  from  any  monitoring  activities 
required  by  this  By-Law  and/or  the  User’s  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit.  Such  records 
shdl  include  for  all  samples: 

i.  The  date,  exact  place,  method,  and  time  of  sampling  and  the  name(s)  of  the 
person(s)  taking  the  samples; 

ii.  The  dates  analyses  were  performed; 

iii.  Who  performed  the  analyses; 

iv.  The  analytical  techniques/methods  used ; 
and 

V.  The  results  of  such  analyses. 

(b)  Any  Industrial  User  subject  to  the  reporting  requirements  established  in  this  By-Law 
shall  be  required  to  maintain  for  a minimum  of  three  years  all  records  of  monitoring 
activities  and  results.  Records  shall  be  made  available  for  inspection  and  copying  by 
the  Superintendent.  The  period  of  retention  shall  be  extended  during  the  course  of  any 
unresolved  litigation  regarding  the  Industrial  User  or  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough. 

Sec.  13.  Sludge  Documentation— The  transportation  and/or  disposal  of  sludges  generated  by 
pretreatment  shall  be  subject  to  applicable  federal,  state,  and  local  regulations.  The  Indus- 
trial User  shall  be  responsible  for  documenting  the  transporting  and/or  disposal  of  all  pre- 
treatment sludges.  Receipts  and  other  documentation  shall  be  kept  for  a minimum  of  three 
years  and  shall  be  made  available  to  the  Superintendent  upon  request. 

Sec.  14.  Interceptored  and  Separated  Material— Upon  request  by  the  Superintendent,  a User 
having  an  interceptor  or  separator  must  state  specifically  how  the  waste  oil,  grease,  solvent, 
paint,  etc.  is  disposed  of  and  must  provide  evidence  of  such  disposal  service  when  required 
by  the  Superintendent.  Records  and  receipts  must  be  kept  which  demonstrate  that  these 
waste  materials  were  contained  and  transported  in  a safe  manner  as  prescribed  by  the  rules 
of  regulatory  agencies,  including,  but  not  limited  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation, 
and  handled  by  reputable  persons  who  shall  dispose  of  all  such  wastes  in  accordance  with  all 
federal,  state  and  local  regulations. 
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Sec.  15.  Truth  in  Reporting— The  reports  required  by  this  Part  shall  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  United  States  Code  (18  U.S.C.  1001)  relating  to  fraud  and  false  statements  and  the 
provisions  of  Section  309  (c)  (2)  of  the  Act  governing  false  statements,  representations  or 
certifications  in  reports  required  under  the  Act. 

Sec.  16.  Self-Monitoring  Regulations. 

(a)  Requirements:  Periodic  measurements  of  flow,  pollutant  concentrations  and 
other  appropriate  waste  characteristics  shall  be  made  by  those  users  specifically 
designated  by  the  Superintendent.  The  Superintendent  shall  determine  the 
type  of  sampling  required.  Upon  request  all  samples  taken  by  the  Industrial  User 
shall  be  divided  with  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  for  testing  as  specified 
by  the  Superintendent.  Continuous  monitoring  may  be  required  in  cases  involving 
large  fluctuations  in  quantity  or  quality  of  wastes,  or  if  the  wastewater  appears 
to  have  characteristics  which  may  damage  the  treatment  system..  The  accept- 
ability of  any  monitoring  results  shall  be  determined  by  the  Superintendent. 
Self-monitoring  frequency,  parameters,  and  location  shall  be  specified  by  the 
Superintendent  and  stated  on  the  User’s  discharge  permit. 

(b)  Monitoring  Facilities.  The  Town  of  North  Attleborough  shall  require  to  be  pro- 
vided and  effectively  operated  at  the  User’s  own  expense,  monitoring  facilities 
consisting  of  necessary  meters  and  other  appurtenances  to  allow  inspection, 
sampling,  and  flow  measurement  of  the  building  sewer  and/or  internal  drainage 
systems.  The  monitoring  facility  should  normally  be  situated  on  the  User’s 
premises,  but  the  Town  of  Plainville  may,  when  such  location  would  be  imprac- 
tical or  cause  undue  hardship  on  the  User,  allow  the  facility  to  be  constructed 
in  the  public  street  or  sidealk  area  and  located  so  that  it  will  not  be  obstructed 
by  landscaping  or  parked  vehicles. 

There  shall  be  ample  room  in  or  near  such  sampling  manhole  or  facility  to 
allow  accurate  sampling  and  preparation  of  samples  for  analysis.  The  facility, 
sampling,  and  measuring  equipment  shall  be  maintained  at  all  times  in  a safe  and 
proper  operating  condition  at  the  expense  of  the  User.  Whether  constructed  on 
public  or  private  property,  the  sampling  and  monitoring  facilities  shall  be  pro- 
vided in  accordance  with  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough’s  requirements  and 
all  applicable  local  construction  standards  and  specifications.  Construction 
shall  be  completed  within  90  days  following  written  notification  by  the  Town  of 
North  Attleborough. 

(c)  Measurements.  AH  measurements,  tests,  and  analyses  of  the  characteristics  of 
wastewaters  to  which  reference  is  made  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  determined  in 
accordance  with  Part  V,  Section  9,  and  shall  be  determined  at  the  control  struc- 
ture provided,  or  upon  suitable  samples  taken  at  said  control  structure.  In  the 
event  that  no  special  structure  has  been  required  by  the  Superintendent,  samples 
shall  be  taken  at  suitable  locations  within  the  establishment  from  which  the 
wastewaters  are  being  discharged.  Sampling  shall  be  carried  out  by  accepted 
methods  specifically  designed  to  obtain  representative  samples  of  the  total  waste- 
water  discharge  and  of  slugs  if  any  occur.  (The  particular  analyses  involved  will 
determine  whether  a twenty-four  [24]  hour  composite  of  all  outfalls  from  a 
premise  is  appropriate  or  whether  a separate  sample  or  samples  should  be  taken.) 
Frequency  of  the  sampling  shall  be  established  by  the  Superintendent  on  an 
individual  basis  and  stated  on  the  User’s  Industrial  Waste  Discharge  Permit.  Any 
costs  involved  in  examination  and  tests  shall  be  paid  by  the  individual  industry. 
The  Superintendent  may  check  these  tests  at  his  discretion. 
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Sec.  17.  Inspection  and  Sampling— The  Town  of  North  Attleborough  may  inspect  the  facilities 
of  any  User  to  ascertain  whether  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law  is  being  met  and  all  require- 
ments are  being  complied  with.  Persons  or  occupants  of  premises  where  wastewater  is 
created  or  discharged  shall  allow  the  Superintendent  and  duly  authorized  employees  of  the 
Town  of  North  Attleborough  ready  access  at  all  reasonable  times  to  all  pertinent  parts 
of  the  premises  for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  observation,  measurement,  sampling,  records 
examination  and  copying,  or  in  the  performance  of  any  of  their  duties.  The  Town  of  North 
Attleborough  and  the  Approval  Authority  shall  have  the  right  to  set  up  on  the  User’s 
property  such  devices  as  are  necessary  to  conduct  sampling  inspection,  compliance  moni- 
toring and/or  metering  operations.  Where  a user  has  security  measures  in  force  which  would 
require  proper  identification  and  clearance  before  entry  into  their  premises,  the  User  shall 
make  necessary  arrangements  with  their  security  guards  so  that  upon  presentation  of  suit- 
able identification,  personnel  from  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough,  Approval  Authority 
and  EPA  will  be  permitted  to  enter,  without  delay,  for  the  purposes  of  performing  their 
specific  responsibilities. 

Sec.  18.  Pretreatment  of  Industrial  Wastewaters— Users  shall  provide  necessary  wastewater  treat- 
ment as  required  to  comply  with  this  By-Law  and  shall  achieve  compliance  with  aU  Federal 
Categroical  Pretreatment  Standards  within  the  time  limitations  as  specified  by  the  Federal 
Pretreatment  Regulations.  Any  facilities  required  to  pretreat  wastewater  to  a level  accept- 
able to  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  shall  be  provided,  operated,  and  maintained  at  the 
User’s  expense.  Any  user  with  a pretreatment  facility  discharging  into  a POTW  may  be 
required  by  the  Superintendent  or  other  duly  authorized  employees  (due  to  complexity  of 
treatment  process  or  toxicity  of  waste)  to  have  a certified  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant 
Operator  in  accordance  with  Chapter  781  of  the  Acts  of  1970  (Chapter  1 12  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts (jeneral  Laws,  Section  87BBBB). 

Industrial  users  shall  comply  with  the  following  maximum  allowable  concentrations 
for  the  constituents  listed  below  unless  the  industry  is  required  to  comply  with  National 
Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards,  in  which  case,  the  more  stringent  of  the  two  will  apply.

Upon  the  effective  date  of  the  Federal  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards  for  a 
particular  industrial  subcategory,  the  Federal  Standard,  if  more  stringent  than  limitations 
imposed  under  this  By-Law  for  sources  in  that  sub-category,  shall  immediately  supercede 
the  limitations  imposed  under  this  By-Law.  The  Superintendent  shall  notify  all  affected 
Users  of  the  applicable  reporting  requirements  under  40CFR,  Section  403.12. 
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State  requirements  and  limitations  on  discharges  shall  apply  in  any  case  where  they  are 
more  stringent  than  Federal  requirements  and  limitations  or  those  in  this  By-Law. 

The  Control  Authority  reserves  the  right  to  establish  by  By-Law  more  stringent  limita- 
tions or  requirements  on  discharges  to  the  wastewater  disposal  system  if  deemed  necessary 
to  comply  with  the  objectives  of  40  CFR  Part  403. 

Sec.  19.  Confidential  Information— Information  and  data  on  a User  obtained  from  reports, 
questionnaires,  permit  applications,  permits  and  monitoring  programs  and  from  inspections 
shall  be  available  to  the  public  or  other  governmental  agency  without  restriction  unless  the 
User  specifically  requests  and  is  able  to  demonstrate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superinten- 
dent that  the  release  of  such  information  would  divulge  information,  processes  or  methods 
of  production  entitled  to  protection  as  trade  secrets  of  the  user. 

When  requested  by  the  person  furnishing  a report,  the  portions  of  a report  which  might 
disclose  trade  secrets  or  secret  processes  shall  not  be  made  available  for  inspection  by  the 
public.  However,  these  portions  shall  be  made  available,  upon  written  request,  to  govern- 
mental agencies  for  uses  related  to  this  By-Law,  the  National  Pollutant  Discharge  Elimina- 
tion System  (NPDES)  Permit,  State  Disposal  System  permit  and/or  the  Pre treatment  Pro- 
grams; provided,  however,  that  such  portions  of  a report  shall  be  available  for  use  by  the 
State  or  any  state  agency  in  judicial  review  or  enforcement  proceedings  involving  the  person 
furnishing  the  report.  Wastewater  constituents  and  characteristics  will  not  be  recognized 
as  confidential  information. 

Information  accepted  by  the  Control  Authority  as  confidential  shall  not  be  transmitted 
to  any  governmental  agency  or  to  the  general  public  by  the  Control  Authority  until  and 
unless  a ten-day  notification  is  given  to  the  user. 

Sec.  20.  Harmful  Contributions— The  Control  Authority  may,  after  informal  notice  to  the  dis- 
charger, immediately  and  effectively  halt  or  prevent  any  discharge  of  pollutants  to  the 
POTW  which  reasonably  appears  to  present  an  imminent  endangerment  to  the  health  or 
welfare  of  persons.  The  POTW  may  also,  after  formal  written  notice  to  the  discharger,  halt 
or  prevent  any  discharge  to  the  POTW  which  presents  or  may  present  an  endangerment  to 
the  environment  or  which  threatens  to  interfere  with  the  operation  of  the  POTW. 

Any  person  notified  to  cease  discharge  of  a wastewater  which  presents  an  imminent 
endangerment  to  the  health  or  welfare  of  persons  or  to  the  environment,  or  causes  inter- 
ference to  the  POTW,  shall  immediately  stop  or  eliminate  the  contribution.  In  the  event  of 
failure  of  the  person  to  comply  voluntarily  with  the  notice,  the  Control  Authority  shall  take 
such  steps  as  deemed  necessary,  including  immediate  severance  of  the  sewer  connection,  to 
prevent  or  minimize  damage  to  the  POTW  system  or  endangerment  to  any  individuals.  The 
Town  of  North  Attleborough  shall  reinstate  wastewater  treatment  service  upon  proof  of  the 
elimination  of  the  non -complying  discharge.  A detailed  written  statement  submitted  by 
the  User  describing  the  causes  of  the  harmful  contribution  and  the  measures  taken  to 
prevent  any  future  occurrence  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Superintendent  within  1 5 days  of 
the  date  of  occurrence. 

Sec.  21.  Revocation  of  Industrial  Discharge  Permit— Any  user  who  is  in  violation  of  this  By-Law, 
or  applicable  state  and  federal  regulations  for  the  following  reasons,  is  subject  to  having  his 
discharge  document  revoked  in  accordance  with  the  procedure(s)  of  Part  V,  Sec.  22  and  Part 
VI,  Sec.  2 of  the  By-Law.

(a)  Failure  of  a User  to  factually  report  the  wastewater  constituents  and  characteristics 
of  his  discharge. 

(b)  Failure  of  the  User  to  report  significant  changes  in  operations,  or  wastewater  con- 
stituents and  characteristics. 

(c)  Refusal  of  reasonable  access  to  the  User’s  premises  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  or 
monitoring. 

(d)  Violation  of  conditions  of  the  permit. 

Sec.  22.  Notification  of  Violation— Whenever  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  finds  that  any 
User  has  violated  or  is  violating  this  By-Law,  Industrial  Discharge  Permit,  or  any  prohibi- 
tion, limitation  of  requirements  contained  herein,  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  may 
serve  upon  such  person  a written  notice  stating  the  nature  of  violation.  Within  30  days  of 
the  date  of  the  notice,  a plan  for  the  satisfactory  correction  thereof  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  by  the  User. 

Sec.  23.  Falsifying  Information- Any  person  who  knowingly  makes  false  statements,  represen- 
tation or  certification  in  any  application,  record,  report,  plan  or  other  document  filed  or 
required  to  be  maintained  and  pursuant  to  this  By-Law,  or  Industrial  Discharge  Permit, 
or  who  falsifies,  tampers  with,  or  knowingly  renders  inaccurate  any  monitoring  device  or 
method  required  under  this  By-Law,  shall  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not 
more  than  $1 ,000  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  (6)  months,  or  by  both. 

Sec.  24.  Charges  and  Fees— The  Superintendent  may  adopt  charges  and  fees  which  may  include: 

1 . Fees  for  reimbursement  of  costs  of  setting  up  and  operating  the  Town  of  North  Attle- 
borough’s Pretreatment  Program; 

2.  Fees  for  monitoring,  inspection,  and  surveillance  procedures; 

3.  Fees  for  reviewing  accidental  discharge  procedures  and  construction; 

4.  Fees  for  permit  applications; 

5.  Fees  for  filing  appeals; 

6.  Fees  for  consistent  removal  by  the  POTW  treatment  plant  of  pollutants  otherwise 
subject  to  Federal  Pretreatment  Standards; 

7.  Other  fees  as  the  Superintendent  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  requirements 
contained  herein. 

These  fees  relate  solely  to  the  matters  covered  by  this  By-Law  and  are  separate  from  all 
other  fees  chargeable  by  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough. 

Part  VII,  Section  1:  Replace  the  phrase,  “Sewer  Commission”  with  the  following:  “Board  of 
Public  Works”. 
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Add  to  Part  VII,  as  Sec.  3; 


Show  Cause  Hearing.  The  Town  of  North  Attleborough  may  order  any  User  who  causes  or 
allows  an  unauthorized  discharge  to  enter  the  POTW  to  show  cause  before  the  Sewer  Com- 
missioners why  the  proposed  enforcement  action  should  not  be  taken.  A notice  shall  be 
served  on  the  User  specifying  the  time  and  place  of  a hearing  to  be  held  by  the  Sewer  Com- 
missioners regarding  the  violation,  the  reasons  why  the  action  is  to  be  taken,  the  proposed 
enforcement  action,  and  directing  the  User  to  show  cause  before  the  Sewer  Commissioners 
why  the  proposed  enforcement  action  should  not  be  taken.  The  notice  of  the  hearing  shall 
be  served  personally  or  by  registered  or  certified  mail  at  least  ten  days  before  the  hearing. 
Service  may  be  made  on  any  agent  or  office  of  a corporation. 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  may  itself  conduct  the  hearing  and  take  the  evidence,  or 
may  designate  any  of  its  members  or  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  assigned  department 
to: 


(1)  Issue,  in  the  name  of  the  Sewer  Commissioners,  notices  of  hearings  requesting 
the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  evidence  rele- 
vant to  any  matter  involved  in  such  hearings; 

(2)  Take  the  evidence; 

(3)  Transmit  a report  of  the  evidence  and  hearing,  including  transcripts  and  other 
evidence,  together  with  recommendations  to  the  Sewer  Commissioners  for  action 
thereon. 

At  any  hearing  held  pursuant  to  this  By-Law,  testimony  taken  must  be  under  oath  and 
recorded  stenographically.  The  transcript,  so  recorded,  will  be  made  available  to  any  mem- 
ber of  the  pubUc  or  any  party  to  the  hearing  upon  payment  of  the  usual  charges  thereof. 

After  the  Sewer  Commissioners  have  reviewed  the  evidence,  they  may  issue  an  order 
to  the  User  responsible  for  the  discharge  directing  that,  following  a specified  time  period, 
the  sewer  service  be  discontinued  unless  adequate  treatment  facilities,  devices  or  other 
related  appurtenances  shall  have  been  installed  on  existing  treatment,  facilities,  devices  or 
other  related  appurtenances  and  are  properly  operated.  Further  orders  and  directives  as  are 
necessary  and  appropriate  may  be  issued. 

Part  VIII,  Section  1 : Delete  the  second  sentence. 

Part  VIII,  Section  3:  Replace  the  phrase,  “through  which  the  Town  holds  a duly  acquired  ease- 
ment”, with  the  following:  “Connected  to  the  POTW”. 

Replace  the  phrase,  “sewage  works  lying  within  said  easement”,  with  the  following:  “POTW”. 

Delete  the  last  sentence. 

Part  IX,  Section  1 : Replace  the  word  “Town”  with  “Town  of  North  Attleborough.” 

Replace  Part  IX,  Section  2: 

Any  User  who  is  found  to  have  violated  an  Order  of  the  Plainville  Board  of  Sewer  Com- 
missioners or  the  North  Attleborough  Board  of  Public  Works  or  who  failed  to  comply  with  any 
provision  of  this  By-Law,  and  the  orders,  rules,  regulations  and  permits  issued  hereunder,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  Twenty  Dollars  nor  more  than  Fifty  Dollars,  or  that  amount  which  may  be 
allowable  by  the  State  for  each  offense.  Each  day  on  which  a violation  shall  occur  or  continue 
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shall  be  deemed  a separate  and  distinct  offense.  If  the  violation  continues,  the  Board  shall  direct 
the  Town  Counsel  to  seek  an  injunction  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  Commonwealth,  requiring 
the  offender  to  cease  all  violations.  In  addition  to  the  penalties  provided  herein,  the  Town  of 
North  Attleborough  may  recover  reasonable  attorneys’  fees,  court  costs,  court  reports’  fees 
and  other  expenses  of  litigation  by  appropriate  suit  at  law  against  the  person  found  to  have  vio- 
lated this  By-Law  or  the  orders,  rules,  regulations,  and  permits  issued  hereunder. 

Add  to  Part  IX  as  Section  4: 

Sec.  4.  If  any  person  discharges  sewage,  industrial  wastes  or  other  wastes  into  the  POTW  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  Federal  or  State  Pre treatment  Requirements,  or  any 
order  of  the  Board  of  Pubhc  Works  or  Plainville’s  Sewer  Commissioners,  the  Town  of  Plain- 
ville  and  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  may  commence  an  action  for  appropriate  legal 
and/or  equitable  relief  in  the  Superior  Court. 

Add  as  Part  XII: 

Sec.  1.  Any  rules  and  regulations  consistent  with  this  By-Law  may  be  adopted  and/or  amended 
by  the  Superintendent  in  conformance  with  Section  10,  Chapter  83  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  after  due  notice  published  once  a week  for  three 
consecutive  weeks  in  a newspaper  available  to  inhabitants  of  the  Town. 

or  do  or  act  in  any  manner  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Contract  between  the  Town  of  Plainville 
and  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  for  Joint  Use  of  North  Attleborough’s  Sewage  Works  dated 
March  14,  1972  by  deleting  paragraph  No.  6 that  states  Plainville  agrees  to  comply  with  North  Attle- 
borough’s sewer  use  ordinance  and  substitutes  thereon: 

6.  a.)  The  Town  of  Plainville  shall  enact  sewer  use  by-laws  that  are  at  least  as  stringent  as  the 

sewer  use  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  and  shall  include  in 
its  by-laws  the  same  provisions  as  North  Attleborough  for  the  treatment  of  industrial 
waste.  The  Town  of  Plainville  will  amend  its  sewer  use  ordinance  in  the  future  to 
remain  at  least  as  stringent  as  the  sewer  use  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Town  of  North 
Attleborough.  The  Town  of  North  Attleborough  shall  assume  responsibility  in  admin- 
istering provisions  for  the  treatment  of  industrial  waste.  In  administering  these  pro- 
visions, the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  shall: 

i.  issue  permits; 

ii.  notify  industrial  users  of  applicable  Pretreatment  standards; 

iii.  receive  and  analyze  self-monitoring  reports. 

iv.  update  Plainville’s  industrial  data  base; 

V.  sample  and  analyze  industrial  user  effluents; 

vi.  conduct  surveillance  and  inspection  activities; 

vii.  investigate  instances  of  non-compliance  and  pursue  enforcement  action. 

b.)  The  Town  of  Plainville  agrees  that  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  shall  have  the 
authority  to  implement  and  enforce  on  Plainville’s  behalf  the  present  and  future  sewer 
use  by-laws  adopted  by  Plainville  for  controlling  industrial  wastes  and  further  that  the 
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North  Attleborough  Superintendent  of  the  Treatment  Facilities  and  his  agents  have 
the  authority,  without  notice,  to  inspect  and  to  monitor  Industrial  Users  in  Plain ville. 
In  controlling  industrial  wastes  discharged  into  the  sewer  system  within  the  Town  of 
Plainville,  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  shall  have  the  authority  necessary  to  en- 
sure comphance  of  such  industrial  discharges  with  federal,  state,  and  local  industrial 
pretreatment  regulations.  This  authority  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  enabhng 
North  Attleborough  to; 

i.  deny  or  condition  new  or  changed  pollutants; 

ii.  require  comphance  with  apphcable  Pretreatment  Standards; 

iii.  control  discharge  via  permits; 

iv.  impose  EPA  standards; 

V require  comphance  schedules  and  progress  reports; 
vi.  require  notices  and  other  reports; 

vh.  enter  premises  to  copy  records  and  carry  out  inspections,  surveillance,  and  moni- 
toring; 

vih.  obtain  all  remedies  for  non-compliance  available  to  the  Town  of  Plainville; 
ix.  prevent  discharges  causing  endangerment. 
or  to  do  or  act  in  any  manner  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  wih  vote  to  add  the  following  Section  24  to  Chapter  I of  the 
Town  By-Laws: 

Sec.  24.  Animal  Control 

24.1  A Dog  Officer  shall  be  appointed,  annually,  and  shah  attend  to  all  complaints  or  other 
matters  pertaining  to  dogs  in  the  Town  of  Plainville,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  140 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

24.2  The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  unhcensed  dog  caught  or  confined  by  the  Dog  Officer  shah 
obtain  a hcense  prior  to  the  dog  being  released  by  the  Dog  Officer. 

24.3  The  owner  or  keeper,  of  any  dog  unhcensed  after  June  10  to  each  year,  shah  be  subject 
to  a fine  of  $5.00  in  addition  to  the  hcense  fee,  such  fine  to  be  returned  to  the  Town. 

24.4  The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  caught  or  confined  by  the  Dog  Officer,  by  reason  of 
being  unhcensed  or  creating  a nuisance,  shall  pay  all  costs  associated  with  such  capture 
or  confinement  prior  to  the  dog  being  released  by  the  Dog  Officer, 

or  do  or  act  in  any  manner  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,000.00  to  fund 
additional  costs  of  Town  Insurance  for  FY85,  or  do  or  act  in  any  manner  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  5;  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  fund 
legal  costs  associated  with  the  estabhshment  of  Landfill  contract  requirements,  or  do  or  act  in  any 
manner  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  placement  of  a stop  sign  at  the  intersection 
of  Lincoln  Avenue  and  Grove  Street,  or  do  or  act  in  any  manner  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Chapter  I,  Section  15  of  the  Town  By-Laws 
by  adding  the  following  sections: 

15.25  NO  PARKING  ZONE 

a.  No  person  shall  park  a vehicle  between  the  hours  of  5:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M., 
on  any  day  except  Saturday,  Sunday  and  Legal  Holidays,  on  South  Street, 
southerly  from  Garfield  Street  for  a distance  of  412  feet  to  Harvard  Street. 

b.  No  person  shall  park  a vehicle  between  the  hours  of  5:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M., 
on  any  day  except  Saturday,  Sunday  and  Legal  Holidays,  on  South  Street,  nor- 
therly from  Harvard  Street  for  a distance  of  412  feet  to  Garfield  Street. 

c.  No  person  shall  park  a vehicle  on  East  Bacon  Street,  westerly  from  Spring  Street 
for  a distance  of  369  feet.  Said  vehicle  parked  in  violation  may  be  towed,  the  cost 
of  such  removal  and  storage  charges  if  any,  will  be  imposed  on  the  owner  of  such 
vehicle. 

d.  No  person  shall  park  a vehicle  on  East  Bacon  Street,  easterly  from  South  Street 
for  a distance  of  369  feet.  Said  vehicle  parked  in  violation  may  be  towed,  the  cost 
of  such  removal  and  storage  charges,  if  any,  will  be  imposed  on  the  owner  of  such 
vehicle. 

or  do  or  act  in  any  manner  relative  thereto. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  copies  thereof  in  six  (6)  pubUc  places,  in 
said  Town,  Fourteen  (14)  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof,  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  the  Warrant  with  your  doing  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk 
at  or  before  the  time  and  place  of  said  meeting  as  aforesaid.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Monday,  June  24, 1985 


The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Wood  School  on  South  Street  in 
Plainville  on  Monday,  June  24,  1985.  The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:20  P.M.  by  Moderator 
Kathleen  Parker,  the  delay  being  due  to  lack  of  a quorum  until  this  time. 

Bounds  of  the  hall  for  voting  purposes  were  the  chairs  set  up  to  be  left  of  the  Moderator.  Mod- 
erator stated  that  all  motions  and  amendments  must  be  in  writing,  all  discussion  directed  thru  the 
Chair,  and  all  persons  speaking  were  to  use  the  microphone.  Ballot  Box  Officers  in  case  of  a ballot 
vote  were  to  be  Mrs.  Sandland  and  Mrs.  Clarke.  Counters  appointed  for  the  evening  were  Donald 
Soule  and  Kenneth  Cox.  A total  number  of  sixty-four  voters  were  checked  in  for  the  evening. 

The  Moderator  stated  that  due  to  the  length  of  Article  I,  she  should  dispense  with  the  reading 
of  the  Article  if  there  were  no  objections  from  the  floor.  No  objections  were  voiced. 

Motion  by  Everett  Skinner,  seconded  by  Robert  Hartnett,  that  Mr.  William  Callahan  and  Mr. 
Patrick  Hughes  of  Camp,  Dresser  & McKee,  and  Attorney  John  Lee  be  allowed  to  speak  at  this  Special 
Town  Meeting.

Motion  by  Walter  Sandland,  seconded  by  Wallace  Mathews  to  amend  Section  24.4  to  read: 

24.4  The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  caught  or  confined  by  the  Dog  Officer,  by  reason  of 
being  unlicensed  or  creating  a nuisance,  shall  pay  all  costs,  pursuant  to  a rate  schedule  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  annually  posted  in  a public  place,  associated  with  such  capture 
or  confinement  prior  to  the  dog  being  released  by  the  Dog  Officer. 

Article  3 passed  as  amended,  with  61  in  favor,  and  none  opposed. 

ARTICLE  4;  Motion  by  Wallace  Mathews,  seconded  by  Robert  Hartnett,  that  the  Town  vote  to 
transfer  the  sum  of  $6,000.00  from  the  Overlay  Surplus  Account  to  fund  additional  unforeseen  costs 
of  Town  Insurance  during  FY85. 

Mr.  Lomasney  questioned  whether  this  was  for  liability  or  health  insurance,  and  Mr.  Hartnett 
responded  to  this  question. 


SO  VOTED  UNANIMOUSLY 

ARTICLE  5:  Motion  by  Wallace  Mathews,  seconded  by  Robert  Hartnett,  that  the  Town  vote  to 
transfer  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  from  the  Overlay  Surplus  Account  to  fund  unforeseen  legal  costs  asso- 
ciated with  the  establishment  of  Landfill  Contract  requirements. 

In  answer  to  question  by  Mr.  Lomasney,  the  money  is  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen.  Mr.  Widak  questioned  just  how  much  money  the  town  has  realized  from  Landfill  revenue, 
not  in  the  escrow  account.  Mr.  Silveira  replied  that  no  actual  monies  had  been  received,  but  there  was 
some  $192,000  in  the  Escrow  Account.  Question  was  raised  by  Mr.  Roy  as  to  whether  it  had  not  been 
agreed  that  Laidlaw  was  supposed  to  pay  all  legal  fees.  Mr.  Silveira  thought  not.

ARTICLE  6;  Motion  by  Walter  Sandland,  seconded  by  Robert  Hartnett,  that  Article  6 be  ac- 
cepted as  printed.

ARTICLE  7 (incorrectly  printed  as  Article  6 on  Warrant):  Motion  by  Walter  Sandland,  seconded 
by  Robert  Hartnett  that  Article  7 be  accepted  as  printed. 

Mr.  Breen  questioned  why  the  “cost  of  removal  & storage  of  illegally  parked  cars”  was  not  in- 
cluded in  Sections  A & B as  well  as  Sections  C & D.  Chief  Sandland  explained  that  in  Sections  A & B 
the  problem  was  with  trucks  parking  too  close  to  the  comer,  and  it  was  easy  to  find  who  was  driving 
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the  trucks.  He  does  not  feel  cars  are  creating  a problem  with  regard  to  Sections  A & B,  but  the  circum- 
stances are  different  in  Sections  C & D,  hence  the  reason  for  the  clause  relative  to  towing  and  storage 
charges. 

Vote  on  Article  7— Yes  60,  No  1 , Needed  to  Pass  41 .

At  the  start  of  the  meeting,  Mrs.  Parker  had  thanked  the  voters  who  had  been  present  at  the 
start  of  the  meeting,  for  their  perserverance  in  waiting  for  a quorum  to  be  present.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  TREASURER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I hereby  submit  the  Treasurer’s  Report  for  Fiscal  Year  1985. 

The  Treasurer’s  Office  accounted  for  $7,950,267.69  Regular  Cash  Receipts  and  $120,859.33 
Special  Cash  Receipts  during  the  fiscal  year  (categorical  breakdown  of  all  receipts  follows).  In  addi- 
tion, we  processed  disbursements  through  Treasury  Warrants  totalling  $7,624,743.12  in  Regular 
Cash  and  $239,336.09  in  Special  Cash. 

During  the  fall  of  1984,  we  issued  short-term  debt  in  the  form  of  Revenue  Anticipation  Notes 
totalling  $500,000.00.  We  received  $250,000.00  on  October  4,  1984,  borrowed  at  a rate  of  5.35% 
from  Bank  of  New  England-Hancock.  On  December  3,  1984,  we  renewed  this  note  at  a rate  of  4.99% 
through  Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston.  No  further  short-term  borrowing  proved  necessary  during  the 
fiscal  year. 

We  issued  long-term  debt  in  the  amount  of  $445,000.00  to  cover  three  Water  Department  Proj- 
ects and  an  outstanding  balance  on  Phase  I of  the  Sewer  Project.  The  issue  was  in  accordance  with  the 
Federal  Government’s  T.E.F.R.A.  regulations  which  require  all  municipal  bond  issues  to  be  in  reg- 
istered form.  As  such,  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  bond  holders  are  on  file  with  the  Treasurer. 
Both  the  semi-annual  interest  and  the  annual  principal  payments  will  be  made  through  my  office. 
We  retired  $80,000.00  of  long-term  debt  from  our  Sewer  Bonds  and  our  Water  Loan  Notes  (break- 
downs follow).  We  closed  the  fiscal  year  with  no  outstanding  short-term  debt  and  $500,000.00  in 
Investments. 

In  addition  to  the  Long-term  Debt  Schedules  and  the  Categorized  Cash  Receipts  Schedules,  this 
report  includes  a list  of  specific  bank  balances,  a statement  of  fund  balances  (both  as  of  June  30, 
1985)  and  a listing  of  the  Treasurer’s  expenditures  for  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


At  the  annual  reorganization  meeting,  Mr.  Paul  Camber  was  elected  chairman,  Mrs.  Margaret 

McGrath  vice  chairman  and  Mrs.  Patrice  Giovanoni  local  representative  to  the  King  Philip  Regional 

School  District. 

There  was  a tremendous  amount  of  meaningful  accomplishments  during  the  year  that  cannot 

be  overstated.  These  accomplishments  are  as  follows: 

1 . Superintendent  Francis  Cinelli  was  awarded  a three-year  contract,  which  extends  through  July 
of  1988. 

2.  The  Committee  and  Plainville  Education  Association  signed  a new  three-year  agreement  extend- 
ing through  August  of  1988. 

3.  A new  three-year  contract  was  agreed  upon  between  the  Committee  and  the  custodians’  union. 
It  is  of  the  same  length  and  duration  as  the  teachers’  agreement.  The  Committee  would  like  to 
acknowledge  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Frank  Sienko  after  numerous  years  of  service  as  a custodian 
in  the  Plainville  Public  Schools. 

4.  The  Committee  adopted  a new  mathematics  curriculum  for  the  school  system.  The  Riverside 
Publishing  Program  began  in  September.  All  new  texts  and  associated  materials  were  purchased 
for  grades  K-6. 

5.  The  new  computer  Laboratory  is  now  in  place  at  the  Wood  School.  The  Committee  purchased 
eight  new  Apple  lie  computers  to  go  along  with  the  four  purchased  by  the  P.T.O.  A curriculum 
for  this  program  is  being  devised  at  this  time. 

C.  A new  homework  policy  was  adopted  by  the  Committee  which  requires  10-20  minutes  for  grades 
one  to  three  and  20-60  minutes  for  grades  four  to  six.  It  is  hoped  that  self-discipline  will  be 
instilled  that  prepares  students  for  the  secondary  level. 

7.  A new  position  of  secretary  to  the  School  Committee  was  established  in  order  to  relieve  the 
superintendent  of  minute-taking  thereby  increasing  his  ability  to  participate  in  committee  dis- 
cussions. This  position  is  currently  held  by  Mrs.  Gail  Speca  of  North  Attleboro. 

8.  The  Committee  approved  the  use  of  the  Wood  School  for  a new  Latch  Key  program  conducted 
by  the  Hockomock  Y.M.C.A.  Students  can  participate  from  3 p.m.  to  6 p.m.  daily. 

9.  An  after  school  enrichment  program  sponsored  by  the  P.T.O.  was  approved  by  the  Committee. 
This  program  used  both  schools  and  most  programs  were  filled  to  capacity.  It  is  expected  that  the 
enrichment  program  will  be  continued  for  years  to  come  due  to  the  tremendous  student  and 
parent  response. 

10.  After  two  years  of  frustration,  hard  work,  and  legal  complications,  the  Committee  reorganized 
the  special  education  department.  The  position  of  Coordinator  of  Special  Education/School 
Psychologist  was  created  as  a full  time  administrative  position  replacing  a part-time  special 
education  director  and  one-third  time  school  psychologist.  It  is  hoped  that  this  area  will  no 
longer  be  fragmented  or  lack  leadership  and  direction.  We  hope  that  this  department  will  run 
according  to  all  federal,  state,  and  loc^  laws  and  mandates.  Mr.  Thomas  Fallon  was  appointed 
to  this  position  beginning  August  1985. 
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The  above  are  considered  major  accomplishments  that  occurred  during  the  1984-85  school  year. 
In  closing,  the  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Plainville  for  their  financial  and  moral 
support  of  their  public  schools.  We  thank  the  faculty,  administration,  and  parent  volunteers  for 
another  fine  year  of  leadership  and  instruction.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  1985-86  school  year  will  begin  with  a new  mathematics  program.  Your  superintendent  and 
curriculum  revision  committee,  after  a year  of  study  and  research,  recommended  the  Riverside  Pub- 
lishing Program  and  it  was  adopted  by  the  School  Committee.  The  curriculum  revision  committee 
spent  countless  hours  in  research,  workshops,  developing  a scope  and  sequence,  and  visiting  other 
school  systems  to  come  up  with  what  we  considered  the  best  mathematics  program  for  the  children 
of  Plainville. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  grade  were  reorganized  for  the  1984-85  school  year.  No  longer  was  depart- 
mentalization the  order  of  the  day  but  it  was  replaced  by  team-teaching  and  a self-contained  organiza- 
tion. Multiple  personalities  and  teaching  practices  are  no  longer  a concern  to  students  that  have  adjust- 
ment problems.  This  organizational  pattern  will  be  used  during  the  1985-86  school  year  as  well. 

A Computer  Laboratory  was  opened  to  students  at  the  midpoint  of  the  school  year.  The  teachers 
were  trained  through  a Commonwealth  In-Service  Institute  Grant  the  first  half  of  the  school  year. 
Eight  of  the  computers  were  purchased  by  the  School  Committee  and  four  others  were  purchased  by 
the  P.T.O.  The  lab  is  being  used  for  computer  assisted  instruction  in  all  basic  skill  areas. 

The  school  department  has  joined  the  Minnesota  Educational  Computer  Consortium  located  in 
Newton,  Mass,  in  order  to  gain  access  to  software  programs  for  our  computer  assisted  instruction.  All 
of  our  computers  are  Apple  lie  of  which  two  have  double  disk  drives  and  ten  have  the  single  disk 
drive.  The  lab  also  houses  a printer.  A word  processing  package  has  also  been  purchased  and  installed. 
Students  have  been  averaging  30  to  60  minutes  per  week  in  the  computer  lab. 

The  1984-85  school  year  began  the  era  of  E.P.S.F.  (Early  Prevention  of  School  Failure)  program. 
This  program  continues  presently  and  has  been  widely  heralded  by  faculty  and  parents  alike.  Its 
success  is  predicated  on  a large  dedicated  parent  volunteer  group  following  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Donna  Dion  and  Mrs.  Anna  Cronin. 

Another  program  showing  promise  during  its  infant  stage  is  the  Wood  School  Instrumental  Music 
Program.  Completing  its  second  year  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Peter  Tileston,  music  director  at  King 
Philip  Regional,  the  program  hopes  to  draw  larger  numbers  and  continue  to  flourish.  The  instrumental 
music  program  is  now  held  during  regular  school  hours,  both  lessons  and  band  periods.  This  program  is 
totally  self-supporting  and  a tribute  to  the  parents  of  the  children  participating. 


The  Plainville  Parent  Teacher  Organization  continues  to  support  the  public  schools  through  its 
fund-raising  activities.  This  past  year,  the  P.T.O.  sponsored  two  books  fairs,  puppet  workshops,  the 
fun  fair,  refurbished  the  Jackson  School  play  ground,  and  supported  an  Artist-in-Residence  program. 
The  organization  purchased  needed  equipment  including  a video  cassette  recorder,  a Xerox  Single 
copier,  video  tapes,  medical  equipment  and  playground  equipment.  In  addition,  the  P.T.O.  sponsored 
the  highly  subscribed  after  school  enrichment  program.  This  program  was  a tremendous  success  and 
is  expected  to  continue  for  years  to  come.  The  P.T.O.  hopes  everyone  will  join  its  organization.  Dues 
are  $2.00  per  family.  AU  monies  are  used  to  support  the  public  schools  with  needed  equipment  and 
cultural  opportunities. 

The  school  system,  after  great  difficulty,  was  fortunate  to  hire  an  outstanding  speech  therapist 
for  the  1984-85  school  year.  Mrs.  Deborah  Hart  of  North  Attleboro  via  Chicago  was  appointed  to 
the  position.  Mrs.  Hart  is  A.S.H.A.  certified  with  four  years  of  public  school  experience,  all  in  Illinois. 

Joining  Mrs.  Hart  was  Mrs.  Susan  Webb  as  School  Adjustment  Counselor.  This  position  is  shared 
with  the  Norfolk  Public  Schools  and  is  a contracted  service  through  the  BICO  Collaborative. 

Also  joining  the  school  system  this  past  year  is  Mrs.  Margaret  Smith  as  secretary  to  the  Super- 
intendent and  the  Jackson  School.  Margaret  replaces  Mrs.  Gert  Lunn  who  retired  in  December.  Mrs. 
Smith  resides  in  No.  Attleboro  and  has  considerable  secretarial  experience. 

The  school  system  experienced  a reorganization  in  the  Special  Education  Department.  We  now 
have  a full-time  administrator  holding  the  dual  role  of  Coordinator  of  Special  Education/School 
Psychologist  replacing  a part-time  director  and  part-time  school  psychologist.  The  special  education 
department  will  also  have  a new  contractor  for  its  transportation  services.  The  transportation  services 
will  be  handled  by  Kiessling  Transportation  of  South  Walpole,  Mass. 

The  following  cultural  and  extra-curricular  programs  occurred  during  the  1984-85  school  year 
and  are  planned  for  continuance  during  the  1985-86  school  year.

— Whale  Watch  — a one  day  ocean  trip  out  of  Plymouth,  MA  for  sixth  graders  held  in  the  late  spring 

— Field  Days  for  all  students  in  both  schools 

— Kindergarten  Talent  Show 

— Christmas  Musical  Production  at  the  Wood  School 

— A Time  for  Sharing  (Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  Project) 

— After  School  Enrichment  Program 

— Ronald  McDonald  Safety  Show

KING  PHILIP  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


The  King  Philip  Regional  School  District  has  endured  its  fourth  year  under  Proposition  IVz  fol- 
lowing two  years  of  a 4%  spending  cap.  Although  additional^  cutbacks  have  been  made  in  personnel, 
in  repairs  and  maintenance  and  educational  supplies,  the  curriculum  and  learning  environment  are  as 
strong  as  ever. 

At  the  annual  reorganization  meeting  in  June  1985,  Keith  Grant  was  elected  Chairman  and 
John  Barrett,  Jr.  was  elected  Vice-Chairman  and  major  subcommittee  assignments  were  made  as 
follows:

POLICY/STUDENT  INVOLVEMENT

District  enrollment  totaled  1,697  compared  to  1,754  in  fiscal  1984.  This  marks  the  tenth  year  in 
a row  that  enrollment  has  declined  since  reaching  a high  of  2,188  in  1975.  Projections  indicate  a 
continuing  decline  until  the  increasing  elementary  population  and  the  budding  boom  in  Wrentham  and 
Norfolk  combine  to  affect  the  District  grades  of  seven  through  twelve. 

Student  teacher  ratios  were  approximately  25-1  at  the  Junior  High,  20-1  at  the  Senior  High  and 
12-1  at  the  Vocational  High.  These  ratios  have  remained  fairly  constant  over  the  preceding  several 
years  and  reflect  a correlation  between  reduction  in  staff  and  the  decline  in  enrollment. 

Two  veteran  teachers  retired  at  the  conclusion  of  the  school  year.  Mrs.  Mildred  Wallace  and 
Mr.  Edward  Morgan,  spent  26  years  and  28  years,  respectively,  with  the  District.  Their  loyalty  and 
dedication  to  youngsters  is  acknowledged  with  great  appreciation. 

At  the  beginning  of  fiscal  1985,  collective  bargaining  agreements  were  ratified  with  the  teachers, 
cafeteria  workers  and  custodial  staff  covering  the  two-year  period  1984-85  and  1985-86.  Increases 
excluding  steps  for  each  of  the  two  years  were  5%,  6%  and  5%,  respectively,  for  the  teachers,  cafeteria 
workers  and  custodians.  A contract  covering  fiscal  1985  through  1987  was  also  ratified  with  the 
administrators  and  contained  increases  of  6%,  6%  and  1%  in  excess  of  the  increase  to  be  negotiated 
with  the  teachers  for  fiscal  1987. 

During  the  year,  recognition  was  given  to  the  excellent  music  and  art  programs  by  combining 
these  curriculums  under  a newly  established  Fine  and  Performing  Arts  Department  and  appointing  a 
District  Head  Teacher.  District  Head  Teacher  positions  were  also  established  for  the  Departments  of 
Special  Services  and  Computer  Services. 
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A new  health  position  was  established  at  the  Senior  High  School  to  teach  first  aid,  CPR,  health 
and  substance  abuse. 

The  electrical  and  carpentry  students  completed  another  community  service  project,  namely  the 
lighting  on  the  Wrentham  Common. 

Additional  graduation  requirements  were  adopted  starting  with  the  Class  of  1989.  These  require- 
ments include  one  year  of  computer  science,  the  successful  completion  of  a CPR  and  first  aid  course 
and  passing  a basic  skills  test  covering  reading,  writing,  listening  and  mathematics. 

The  Class  of  1985  achieved  a combined  SAT  score  of  913  which  exceeded  the  state  (906),  New 
England  (909)  and  national  (906)  averages.  A total  of  161  students  took  the  test  compared  with  an 
average  of  1 34  students  during  the  two  prior  years.  This  increase  in  the  number  of  students  is  signifi- 
cant in  light  of  a combined  score  of  913  (compared  with  scores  of  910  and  907  in  the  two  prior 
years),  because  there  generally  is  a reduction  in  the  average  score  as  the  number  of  students  taking 
the  examination  increase  in  any  given  school  population. 

The  results  of  the  basic  skills  testing  revealed  an  improvement  in  writing  over  the  prior  year. 
Although  only  a one-year  trend,  it  was  most  welcome  because  the  improvement  of  writing  skills  has 
been  and  continues  to  be  a major  concern  of  the  District. 

The  Class  of  1985  and  70%  of  its  academic  students  go  on  to  higher  education  and  27%  enter 
the  workforce.  With  respect  to  the  vocational  graduates,  78%  entered  their  respective  trades  and  17% 
went  on  to  higher  education. 

Two  additional  statistics  which  demonstrate  the  value  of  the  comprehensive  programs  available 
at  King  Philip  are  the  attendance  and  drop  out  rate.  King  Philip  ranks  in  the  top  ten  high  schools  in 
the  state  with  a daily  attendance  of  94%  and  in  the  top  five  high  schools  in  the  state  with  a drop  out 
rate  of  just  under  1%. 

A retirement  incentive-award  policy  was  approved  by  the  Committee  providing  for  a retirement 
allowance  of  $4,250  plus  a buy-back  of  accumulated  sick  days  not  to  exceed  $5,720.  The  eligibility 
requirements  include  the  attainment  of  fifty  years  of  age  and  twenty  years  of  service  in  the  District. 

The  “Right-to-Know-Law”,  which  deals  with  informing  employees  about  toxic  substances  and 
helping  employers  protect  employees  from  such  substances  in  the  workplace,  was  implemented. 
Appropriate  material  data  safety  sheets  were  obtained  from  manufactuerers,  reports  were  filed  with 
the  DEQE  and  training  of  District  personnel  was  completed. 

The  summer  school  program,  reestablished  in  1984,  completed  its  second  successful  session. 
Enrollment  increased  by  81%  to  a total  of  230  students.  The  re-instated  adult  education  program  has 
also  been  approved  for  a second  year.  Both  of  these  community  oriented  programs  are  self-sufficient 
except  for  the  Director’s  salaries  which  are  partially  funded  within  the  District  budget. 

Both  the  Junior  High  and  Senior  High  School  buildings  successfully  passed  an  asbestos  screening 
conducted  by  the  State  Division  of  Occupational  Hygiene. 

The  excess  and  deficiency  account  has  been  reduced  to  $8,000  as  of  June  30,  1985.  As  a result, 
there  is  no  margin  for  error  in  budgeting.  Concerted  efforts  have  been  made  by  the  District  Adminis- 
tration and  the  Committee  to  prepare  open,  honest  and  realistic  budgets  that  include  the  actual  costs 
of  providing  education.  In  addition  to  attracting,  maintaining  and  compensating  competent  and 
dedicated  professionals,  added  pressure  to  the  budget  comes  from  rapidly  rising  medical,  pension  and 
liability  insurance  costs.  Simply  put,  salary  increases,  inflation  and  increases  in  certain  uncontrollable 
costs  will  exceed  a “desired  21/2%”  net  assessment  funding  level  by  the  three  regional  communities.  As 
a result,  every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  members  of  the  Finance  and  Advisory  Boards  of  the  re- 
gional towns  to  participate  in  the  budget  process. 
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A five-year  plan  was  completed,  approved  by  the  Committee  and  implemented  during  fiscal 
1985.  This  plan,  although  very  broad  in  nature,  addresses  in  detail  the  needs  of  King  Philip  students 
during  the  latter  half  of  this  decade.  Preparing  students  for  employment  directly  after  high  school  or 
through  post-secondary  institutions  is  a major  challenge  in  light  of  the  accelerating  level  of  knowledge 
and  technology  and  the  shift  by  business  and  industry  away  from  the  traditional  manufacturing 
environment  towards  a service  oriented  society.  The  five-year  plan  focuses  on  this  challenge  with 
specificity  and  flexibility.  In  addition,  the  plan  includes  a projection  of  plant  and  equipment  costs, 
which  are  vital  due  to  an  aging  physical  plant. 

In  closing,  I thank  each  Committee  member  for  their  time,  energy  and  contributions  which 
resulted  in  a pro-education  School  Committee  environment. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee,  I wish  to  thank  the  residents  of  Norfolk,  Plainville  and  Wrentham 
for  their  morale  and  financial  support  of  the  King  Philip  Regional  School  District.  The  Committee 
welcomes  your  suggestions  and  encourages  you  to  attend  their  meetings.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby  submit  by  thirteenth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  King  Philip  Regional 
School  District. 

The  schools  began  implementing  a five  year  plan  designed  to  strenghten  all  educational  programs 
of  the  District.  In  the  1984-85  school  year  there  was  considerable  future  planning  and  the  introduc- 
tion of  changes  that  were  not  costly.  After  two  years  of  a 4%  spending  cap,  four  years  of  Proposition 
2V2  and  with  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  depleted,  fiscal  year  1985  was  without  question  our 
most  difficult  year  financially.  The  budget  for  fiscal  year  1986  is  considerably  more  promising  and 
will  allow  us  to  continue  the  needed  changes  that  require  funding. 

Since  the  high  school  is  approaching  its  thirtieth  year  of  operation  and  the  junior  high  school  is 
almost  twenty  years  old,  there  is  a need  for  large  scale  maintenance,  repair,  renovation  and  replace- 
ment projects  for  both  educational  and  building  equipment  and  systems.  This  wdl  be  a mandatory 
area  of  funding  over  the  next  decade.  The  older  portion  of  the  high  school  roof  has  never  been  re- 
placed. Being  thirty  years  old  it  is  approaching  the  end  of  its  functional  life  span. 

SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  - ACADEMIC  DIVISION 

King  Philip  Regional  High  School  continues  accreditation  from  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  until  the  Five-Year  Progress  Report  has  to  be  filed  in  March  of  1987. 

Three  major  highlights  at  the  high  school  which  we  are  very  proud  of  are  a continuation  of: 
(1)  One  of  the  highest  daily  attendance  rates  in  the  state;  (2)  a very  low  dropout  rate  which  is 
less  than  one  percent;  and  (3)  a high  percentage  of  the  graduates  are  continuing  their  education. 
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The  main  office  has  been  able  to  utilize  their  I.B.M.  Personal  Computer  to  computerize  individual 
student  information  profiles  and  is  presently  computerizing  our  daily,  monthly,  and  state  attendance 
reports.  Future  plans  call  for  a grade  reporting  system  (report  cards)  in  1987. 

The  flexible  scheduling  process  has  allowed  continuation  of  student  involvement  in  the  MIT 
High  School  Studies  Program,  Dean  Junior  College  Program,  and  exchange  time  with  other  colleges 
and  universities.  In  the  summer  of  1985  a number  of  enrichment  and  remedial  courses  were  offered 
during  a five-week  program. 

The  Language  Arts  Department  developed  semester  courses  in  writing  skills  and  reading  to 
assist  students  who  were  unsuccessful  in  those  areas  on  the  Basic  Skills  Competency  Test;  a full  year 
Enghsh  course  was  implemented  for  college  bound  students;  continued  with  Advanced  Placement 
English  in  the  junior  and  senior  years;  and  a re-emphasis  on  writing  skills.  Six  new  readers  were  pur- 
chased to  update  and  assist  remedial  reading  classes. 

The  Math  Department  continued  the  development  of  computer  courses  to  meet  students’  needs 
such  as  Pascal,  COBOL,  FORTRAN,  and  Advanced  Programming  as  well  as  a full  year  course  in 
Introduction  to  Computers  for  the  college  and  non-college  bound  student. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  has  become  quite  involved  with  the  Hugh  O’Brien  Youth  Leader- 
ship Seminars,  State  Government  Day,  and  class  elections.  Students  continued  to  be  involved  with 
field  trips  to  the  Wrentham  Courthouse,  Miller’s  Court,  Law  Day  and  the  Hockomock  League  Senate. 

The  newly  formed  Fine  and  Performing  Arts  Department  continues  to  expand  course  offerings 
along  with  student  interest.  Students  have  participated  very  successfully  in  the  New  England  Schola- 
tic  Band  Association  competitions.  Globe  Scholastic  Art  Contest,  and  other  local  and  state  contests. 

The  Science  Department  reviewed  their  curriculum  guides  and  restructured  some  courses,  such  as 
the  new  Introduction  to  Science  course  for  freshmen,  continued  with  Advanced  Placement  in  Biology, 
and  are  preparing  for  a High  School  Science  Fair  in  1986-1987. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  continues  to  offer  five  years  of  French  and  Spanish  along 
with  a new  course  in  Advanced  Placement  French.  There  has  been  renewed  student  interest  in  the  two 
years  of  Latin  and  Conversational  Spanish.  Plans  include  the  addition  of  the  language  of  German 
(1986-1987)  and  possible  semester  courses  in  Chinese  and  Japanese  (1987-1988).  The  fifth  year 
French  and  Spanish  students  continue  with  their  tutorial  program  in  the  Wrentham  and  Norfolk 
Elementary  Schools.  Two  overseas  trips  were  conducted  to  Spain  and  France  during  the  April  vacation. 

The  Physical  Education  Department  continues  to  strive  in  the  development  of  the  body  with 
carry-over  skills  for  later  years  in  life,  and  all  students  are  presented  with  beginning  First  Aid  and 
C.P.R. 

High  School  Athletics  and  other  school  clubs  have  had  an  increase  in  student  participation.  The 
lighted  football  field  is  now  an  athletic  field  for  a number  of  sports  such  as  boys’  and  girls’  soccer, 
field  hockey,  track,  and  the  Third  King  Philip  Marching  Band  Competition  was  held  under  the  lights. 

SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  - VOCATIONAL  DIVISION 

The  King  Philip  Regional  Vocational  High  School  offers  unique  programs  for  vocational,  aca- 
demic and  special  needs  students.  It  also  provides  specialized  programs  tailored  to  specific  needs  and 
goals. 

The  ability  to  be  flexible  while  maintaining  high  standards  has  enabled  the  school  to  maintain  a 
very  low  dropout  rate,  and  a very  high  job  placement  (and  job  success)  record.  It  is  a difficult  program 
for  administrators/teachers  to  schedule  and  demanding  to  teach,  but  it  presents  the  best  possible 
opportunities  for  the  students. 
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Irrespective  of  which  division  or  program  the  student  comes  from,  the  vocational  high  school 
offers  the  chance  to  develop  craftsmanship,  pride  and  spirit  while  actively  learning  the  skills  required 
by  business  and  industry.  These  are,  without  question,  “carryover”  personal  qualities  that  are  of 
significant  value  no  matter  what  occupation  the  student  eventually  pursues. 

The  school  pursued  and  accomplished  seven  primary  goals  in  the  1984-1985  school  year: 

1 . Improvement  of  information  and  education  processes  to  increase  the  knowledge  of  students  and 
parents  as  to  what  the  division  has  to  offer  and  how  its  services  can  be  utilized  on  a full  or  partial 
time  basis  by  all  students. 

2.  Assessed  each  shop  to  determine  specifically  what  it  is  accomplishing,  what  is  wishes  to  accom- 
plish and  how  to  get  there. 

3.  Prioritized  equipment  needs  to  reflect  future  industrial  and  trade  needs  as  well  as  state-of-the- 
art  practices. 

4.  Upgraded  educational  standards  for  vocational  students. 

5.  Increased  co-operative  work  placements. 

6.  Strengthened  the  school’s  links  to  industry  and  vocational  advisory  committee. 

7.  Revised  the  individual  shops’  programs  of  studies  and  the  policy  manual  governing  the  operation 
of  the  vocational  division. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  following  items  made  a positive  contribution  to  the  educational  development  of  students, 
staff  and  parents  within  the  King  Philip  Regional  School-North  during  the  1984-1985  school  year. 

After  a very  successful  school  opening  there  was  a fine  parent  turn  out  for  September  open 
house.  During  the  evening  parents  followed  their  youngsters’  schedules  in  order  to  meet  teachers  and 
become  familiar  with  course  content,  classroom  organization  and  homework  policy. 

The  parents  have  expressed  increased  interest  and  support  of  school  programs. 

The  health  program  saw  a return  to  eighth  grade  student  participation.  Under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Dana  Boynton,  Health  Instructor,  eighth  graders  receive  approximately  seven  weeks  of  health 
instruction. 

Special  thanks  to  district  Lions  Clubs  for  their  financial  support  in  providing  training  to  staff 
and  parent  representatives  for  a drug  and  alcohol  program  to  be  initiated  during  the  1985-86  school 
year.  We  are  very  enthusiastic  about  the  “Skills  for  Adolesence”  program  and  encourage  junior  high 
school  parents  to  become  actively  involved. 

Cultural  enrichment  activities  were  extended  for  junior  high  school  students  when  we  became  a 
member  of  Project  S.U.C.C.E.E.D.  (Southeast  United  Collaborative  for  Cultural  Education  and  En- 
richment Development).  During  the  1984-1985  school  year  we  had  three  assembly  programs.  “Energy 
Adventure”  — awareness  for  students  about  energy  sources;  “Stromber  and  Cooper”  — mime  per- 
formers who  involved  students  in  their  program  and  “The  Learning  Guild”  — who  gave  an  outstanding 
music  and  dance  program  which  also  saw  active  participation  by  students. 

The  junior  high  school  choral  program  will  be  expanded  to  include  grade  eight  students.  Com- 
bined band  and  choral  performances  were  well  received  by  regional  senior  citizen  groups  as  well  as 
the  parents  of  junior  high  school  students. 
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We  look  forward  to  the  incorporation  of  the  Harvard-Milton  Study  Skills  Program  within  our 
seventh  grade  Cultural  Studies  Program  for  the  1985-1986  school  year.  Thanks  to  the  fine  efforts  of 
Mr.  Robert  Goldberg,  Cultural  Studies  Teacher,  the  junior  high  school  social  studies  staff  received 
workshop  instruction  and  curriculum  development  activities  to  assist  them  in  teaching  the  program. 

A team  of  our  most  academically  talented  students  participated  in  the  Future  Problem  Solvers 
program  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Kathleen  Calkins.  State  wide  competition  was  extremely  chal- 
lenging and  found  one  of  the  students  participating  in  the  finals  at  M.I.T.  We  look  forward  to  having 
two  teams  participate  during  the  1985-1986  school  year. 

DISTRICT  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

The  1984-1985  school  year  saw  some  gains  and  other  activities  maintained  at  their  current  levels. 
One  of  the  positive  changes  was  the  consolidation  of  several  service  areas  into  a Pupil  Personnel 
Services  Department  which  includes  special  needs,  guidance,  health  (school  nurses),  and  all  related 
services  such  as  consultants,  adaptive  physical  education,  psychological  services,  etc.  Also,  as  part  of 
the  Superintendent’s  five  year  plan  a new  position  of  Special  Needs  Department  Head  Teacher  was 
established.  This  was  necessitated  by  the  ever  growing  and  expanding  special  needs  regulations,  ser- 
vices, and  reporting  requirements.  This  did  not  entail  the  hiring  of  additional  personnel,  but  rather  the 
expansion  of  duties  of  a current  staff  position. 

The  numbers  of  special  needs  students  continues  to  be  stabilized  between  240-250  students 
which  translates  into  no  additional  staff  positions.  This  has  remained  the  same  for  several  years.  We 
do  not  anticipate  the  need  for  increased  staff  in  the  near  future  except  for  possible  individual  consul- 
tant or  related  service  time  that  may  be  required  in  individual  circumstances.  However,  with  the 
expanded  state  requirements  and  emphasis  on  bookkeeping  and  documentation  for  Federal  and  State 
funds,  it  may  be  necessary  to  consider  more  clerical  help  in  a year  or  two.  Accompanying  this,  the 
growth  of  student  record  requirements  and  the  new  special  needs  discipline  regulations  effective  in 
January  1986,  will  result  in  an  increased  need  for  more  office  space  which  we  believe  will  be  available 
because  of  the  decreasing  student  population  at  the  secondary  level. 

The  school  nurses,  Mrs.  Margaret  Sullivan  and  Mrs.  Judith  Pomfret,  are  completing  work  revising 
the  school  health  manual  and  procedures.  This  will  be  going  to  the  Superintendent  later  this  year  for 
approval.  This  is  the  first  revision  since  the  original  handbook  was  developed  shortly  after  the  opening 
of  the  high  school. 

Finally,  although  our  numbers  for  out-of-district  placements  (including  collaborative  programs) 
are  not  varying  significantly,  the  costs  continue  to  rise.  This  is  due  to  normal  increases,  the  severity  of 
student  problems,  and  in  some  cases  because  of  plans  made  by  other  schools  prior  to  the  student 
entering  the  Regional  District.  These  are  mandated  costs  which  we  cannot  control.  As  for  our  part,  we 
have  made  every  effort  to  be  cost  effective  by  using  collaborative  programs,  expanding  our  in-house 
services,  and  working  closely  with  families  to  provide  the  appropriate  services  within  the  context  of 
current  programs.  We  are  successfully  serving  many  students  with  many  varities  of  handicaps  at  both 
the  junior  and  senior  high  school  levels.  Were  it  not  for  our  staff  spending  many  personal  and  profes- 
sional hours  with  students  and  their  families,  this  would  not  be  possible.  The  resulting  cooperation  we 
receive  frequently  makes  the  difference  between  success  and  failure. 

CONCLUSION 

The  School  Committee  has  actively  participated  and  supported  us  in  our  many  endeavors.  Its 
leadership  and  cooperation  remain  active  and  vital.  I also  sincerely  appreciate  the  efforts  of  our  stu- 
dents, their  parents,  teachers,  guidance  counselors,  nurses,  custodians,  office  personnel,  cafeteria 
workers  and  administrators  in  all  of  our  schools. 

The  success  of  the  schools  is  dependent  upon  the  interaction  of  all  who  teach,  learn,  serve  and 
support  the  schools  of  the  Regional  District.

For  the  third  consecutive  year  the  property  tax  rate  remained  at  $19.25  per  thousand.  We  were 
able  to  conduct  a revaluation  with  a minimum  amount  of  changes  for  FY  85.  We  were  also  able  to 
offset  any  increases  because  of  new  construction  in  both  residential  and  commercial  properties. 

Again  the  Selectmen  voted  to  maintain  100%  of  full  value  tax  share  without  a residential  exemp- 
tion. The  updating  of  properties  was  completed  by  Appraisal  Consultants  of  New  England. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  will  be  available  every  Monday  evening  from  7:00  PM  to  9:00  PM  for 
anyone  desiring  a consultation.

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REPORTS  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen; 

Gentlemen: 

The  year  was  an  active  one  for  the  Planning  Board,  and  the  following  is  a summary  of  our 
activities. 

The  Board  considered  twenty-three  Form  A Applications  (Approval  under  the  Sub-division 
Regulations  not  required)  of  which  it  approved  twenty-one.  In  addition,  the  Board  considered  eleven 
applications  for  subdivisions,  which  were  Preliminary  Plans.  Three  Preliminary  Plans  were  turned 
down  and  all  other  Preliminary  Plans  were  approved. 

The  Planning  Board  researched,  revised,  and  adopted  after  Public  Hearing  amendments  to  its 
Subdivision  Regulations. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Board  held  a total  of  six  public  hearings  to  consider  both  sub- 
divisions, amendments  to  its  regulations,  and  proposed  zoning  changes. 

The  Planning  Board  sponsored  eighteen  articles  for  the  Town  Warrant.  Two  articles  requested 
funding  for  the  Board  to  enable  it  to  meet  its  technical  responsibilities  by  contractually  hiring  expert 
help,  the  funding  of  public  hearings,  and  its  other  financial  obligations  created  by  the  Board’s  legal 
responsibilities  of  operation.  The  remaining  articles  dealt  with  zoning  changes  predicated  by  the 
Growth  Commission,  private  parties,  and  the  selectmen  and  presented  in  public  hearings  and  at  Town 
Meeting  by  the  Planning  Board.  Seven  articles  passed,  five  were  defeated,  one  was  withdrawn,  two 
were  tabled,  and  two  received  no  action. 

In  the  coming  year,  the  Board,  in  addition  to  its  routine  functions,  will  be  working  to  obtain 
funding  from  the  state  to  conduct  a study  on  housing  and  growth  within  the  community.  It  is  hoped 
that  we  will  be  able  to  obtain  these  discretionary  state  funds  so  that  needed  research  may  be  con- 
ducted with  little  expenditure  of  Town  funds. 

We  encourage  all  concerned  citizens  to  attend  our  meetings  and  hearings  to  express  their  views 
on  these  and  other  matters. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  Town  Officials  and  Town  Departments  for  their  cooperation  during 
the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEAST  REGIONAL  PLANNING 
& ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 


During  1984  the  Town  of  Plainville  continued  its  membership  for  the  fifteenth  year  in  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District.  SRPEDD  is  a planning  and 
economic  development  agency  formed  under  state  law  to  serve  twenty-eight  communities  in  south- 
eastern Massachusetts  by  providing  a cooperative  approach  to  regional  issues. 

The  District  is  governed  by  a Commission  consisting  of  a chief  elected  official  or  designee  and  a 
planning  board  representative  from  each  participating  municipality  and  six  low-income  and  minority 
representatives.  Plainville’s  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board  respec- 
tively, are  Andrea  Soucy  and  Richard  Stenfeldt. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  development,  SRPEDD  assists  member  cities  and 
towns.  Through  the  free  municipal  assistance  program,  each  community  receives  time  for  local  proj- 
ects and  assistance  in  preparing  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds. 

The  agency’s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use,  economic  development,  housing,  transit, 
transportation,  solid  waste,  energy  resources  and  conservation,  and  air  and  water  quality.  Local 
participation  in  these  regional  plans  enables  communities  to  be  eligible  for  federal  and  state  dollars. 

Services  to  Plainville  this  past  year  included; 

— Professional/Technical  Services 

— Assistance  to  Planning  Board 

Regional  plans  and  other  activities  conducted  this  year  benefiting  all  communities  included: 

— Approval  of  over  $60  million  in  regional  grant  applications  to  federal  and  state  agencies  and  of 
over  $196  million  in  Industrial  Revenue  Bonds  which  will  create  approximately  1,700  new 
jobs  in  the  region. 

— Environmental  assessment  reviews  of  state  and  federally  funded  projects,  and  reviews  of  all 
local  zoning  amendments.  The  reviews  are  advisory  and  are  oriented  toward  making  proposals 
more  cost-effective  and  feasible. 

— The  annual  update  of  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  which  makes  member 
communities  eligible  for  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration  funding  and  a 10  percent 
bonus  for  public  facility  projects. 

— The  annual  update  of  the  Transportation  Improvements  Program  (TIP)  which  lists  major  projects 
in  each  community  for  federal  and  state  funding.  A project  must  be  included  on  the  TIP  in  order 
to  be  eligible  for  these  funds. 

— Conducting  a community  education  effort  on  the  safe  handling  of  industrial  hazardous  wastes 
under  a contract  with  Southeastern  Massachusetts  University. 

— SEED,  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  Corporation,  established  and  staffed  by  SRPEDD, 
provides  low-interest,  long-term  financing  to  small  businesses  in  southeastern  Massachusetts 
through  the  U.S.  Small  Business  Administration’s  “503”  Program  and  a newly  established  $1 
million  revolving  loan  fund.  In  1984  SEED  assisted  three  businesses  which  resulted  in  total 
investments  of  over  $ 1 .7  million  and  created  96  jobs. 
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SRPEDD  represents  the  collective  will  of  its  member  communities.  As  the  responsibilities  and 
problems  of  municipalities  become  increasingly  complex,  the  District  can  provide  technical  assistance 
to  local  boards,  encourage  cooperation  among  communities,  and  provide  a comprehensive  approach  to 
issues  that  cross  local  boundaries. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Plainville; 

Gentlemen: 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  for  Fiscal  Year  1985. 

During  the  past  year  the  commission  accepted  three  resignations.  These  vacancies  were  filled  and 
two  technical  consultants  were  appointed. 

Work  under  a State  grant  to  clean  up  our  lakes  continues  with  the  weed  harvesting  of  Lake 
Mirimichi  and  Turnpike  Lake  (which  took  place  in  early  FY86),  and  the  diagnostic/feasibility  study 
also  expected  to  be  completed  in  FY86. 

A conviction  was  handed  down  by  the  Wrentham  Superior  Court  against  a wetlands  violation. 

Cowell  Street,  Everett  Skinner  Road,  and  Fuller  Street  were  designated  as  scenic  roads. 

Revisions  to  the  town’s  Wetland  Bylaw  Regulations  and  Guidelines  were  drafted  and  are  being 
reviewed. 

A project  was  started  to  exchange  information  with  conservation  commissions  in  neighboring 
towns. 

We  continued  working  towards  the  short  term  goals  set  forth  in  our  Open  Space  Plan.  Several 
potential  properties  have  been  targeted  for  aquisition.  The  Division  of  Conservation  Services  was 
contacted  regarding  funds  available  for  purchasing  conservation  land. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  other  town  boards  and  all  concerned  citizens  for  their  continued 
support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  activities  of  the  highway  department  for  the  year  commencing 
July  1,  1984  and  ending  June  30,  1985. 

HIGHWAY  MAINTENANCE:  Streets  and  sidewalks  have  been  swept  and  patched  with  cold 
mix.  Gravel  roads  have  been  graded.  The  South  Burial  Ground  has  been  mowed  and  trimmed.  Street 
signs  have  been  repaired  or  replaced.  Safety  lines  and  crosswalks  have  been  painted.  Parking  spaces 
have  been  painted  in  the  center  of  town. 

RESURFACING  OF  TOWN  ROADS:  The  following  roads  were  overlayed  with  bituminous 
concrete  Type  I-l : 

Munroe  Drive 
Walter  Street 
Laurel  Avenue 
June  Street 
James  Street 

Section  of  Taunton  Street 
Section  of  Mirimichi  Street 
Section  of  Riley  Street 

Sections  of  High  Street,  Taunton  Street  and  Old  Taunton  Street  had  an  application  of  MC-800 
liquid  asphalt  with  a sand  seal. 

Section  of  roads  having  been  dug  up  and  have  had  clean  gravel  put  back  in  with  a bituminous 
congrete  cover.  We  do  this  prior  to  overlaying  the  entire  road  with  asphalt. 

DRAINAGE:  Catch  basins  have  been  repaired  and  rebuilt.  Park  Street  has  had  1300  feet  of 

10  inch  aluminum  pipe  installed  to  connect  existing  storm  basins  with  a drainage  outlet.  This  road  is 
now  ready  for  an  asphalt  overlay. 

The  railroad  bridge  abuttments  on  Riley  Street  were  removed  by  the  highway  department.  The 
road  was  widened,  drainage  installed  and  the  road  was  then  paved. 

SNOW  REMOVAL:  Sanding  and  plowing  was  done.  Equipment  breakdowns  were  repaired. 
Storm  drains  were  cleaned  in  the  spring.  A new  stainless  steel  sand  spreader  was  in  service.  Engine  3 
was  converted  to  a dump  truck  and  was  used  to  plow  snow. 

TRASH  PICK-UP:  White  goods  pick-up  was  held  in  May  and  October.  Three  men  of  the  high- 
way department  work  three  days  of  the  week  picking  up  trash. 

The  leaf  dump  in  back  of  the  highway  garage  on  West  Bacon  Street  is  open  on  weekdays  and 
7 days  a week  during  November  for  the  disposal  of  leafs.  They  can  also  be  bagged  and  left  with  your 
regular  trash. 

EQUIPMENT:  A new  one  ton  dump  truck  has  been  put  into  service. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  the  men  of  the  highway  department  for  their  hard  work  in  all  kinds 
of  weather.  Thanks  to  the  town  office  staff  and  to  the  Police  and  Fire  Department.

To  the  Citizens  of  Plainville: 

In  order  to  promote  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  public  by  protecting  the  quality  of  the 
Town’s  groundwater,  the  Board  of  Health  this  year  adopted  minimum  standards  for  the  construction 
of  new  wells. 

The  registration  of  underground  storage  tanks  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  The  purpose  of  this 
program  is  to  prevent  contamination  of  groundwater  by  leaking  tanks.  The  Board  of  Health  thanks  all 
owners  for  their  cooperation  during  this  first  year  of  setting  up  what  is  perhaps  the  most  comprehen- 
sive registration  and  testing  program  in  New  England. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  last  winter  and  spring  were  unusually  dry,  the  groundwater  is  far  below 
normal  levels.  For  this  reason,  the  Board  of  Health  did  not  open  the  percolation  test  season  this  year. 
Our  concern  was  that  a sanitary  system,  based  upon  tests  done  this  year,  might  fall  during  more 
normal  conditions. 

The  Board  of  Health  sincerely  thanks  our  Health  Agent,  Frank  Wojciechowski,  Animal  Inspector, 
Maurice  Ouimet,  and  Secretary,  Denise  O’Grady  for  their  dedicated  assistance.
